Says Terms Not Known 

Mr. Patterson, who was in at- 
tendance upon the American 
Legion convention at Roanoke at 
the time the report was published, 
stated that he had no complaint 
to make concerning the indict- 
ment returned against him charg- 
ing him with participation in al- 
leged practices contrary to the 
Virginia gaming code, but that he 
did resent the Judgment passed 
upon the financial setup, which, 
he continued, was never made 
known to the members of the 
grand Jury. The complete fin- 
ancial arrangements were avail- 
able, be asserted, but were not 
called lor by those conducting the 
Investigation. 

"Under the terms of the agree- 
ment adopted by the board of 
directors of the Cavalier Kennel 
Club, all but two of whom are 
residents of Princess Anne county 
or Virginia Beach," his statement 
mid, "local interests stood to 
share handsomely In profits anti- 
cipated from the track's operation. 
The local post of the American 
Legion, sponsors of the proposed 
racing season, would have been 
the recipients, not of several hun- 
dred dollars as was charged, but 
of thousands, for. not less than 
8,000 paid admissions nightly were 
anticipated, from which the 
Legion was to receive five cents on 
each admission ticket, together 
with one per cent of the net re- 
ceipts.

Report for August Shows 1,863 Animals Vaccinated and In- 
noculated During Month: Vast Savings Represented by 
Activity, Which Is Given Without Cost. 



Construction of the first unit 
of the new Little Creek Coast 
Guard station was begun this 
week by the E. E. Weddle Con- 
struction Company, of Norfolk, 
successful bidders on the project. 
AU work must be completed, ac- 
cording to contract, in 210 days. 

According to M. P. Hite, as- 
sociate civil engineer of the Coast 
Guard service, whose headquarters 
are located in Elizabeth City, N. 
C, the contract price for the work 
to be done Is $40,469. The station 
will consist mainly of housing for 
the boats used hi Coast Guard 
patrol service, including quarters 
for a life boat for heavy duty off- 
shore, a speedboat for quick action 
in quiet waters and, possibly, a 
surf boat. 

Moving Equipment Included 

Facilities also will be provided 
for the mooring of larger equip- 
ment, such as picket and patrol 
boats. 

It is expected that when the 
work on the new unit Is completed 
the Little Creek station will sup- 
plant the present Cape Henry sta- 
tion as.the main headquarters for 
this area, with the Cape Henry 
station maintained as an observa- 
tion and patrol depot. 

Calm Water Provided 

The Little Creek station is un- 
ique owing to the fact that it is 
the only lifeboat station which 
enters directly into Chesapeake 
Bay, Engineer Hite pointed out. 
A lifeboat is maintained at Smith's 
Island, on the other side of Chesa- 
peake Bay, but it enters the ocean 
directly, instead of the bay. 

Unlike Cape , Henry station 
where it is practicaUy impossible 
to launch a lifeboat or a surfboat 
in the teeth of a heavy north- 
easter, Little Creek affords com-

August, although just another 
month in the routine of the coun- 
ty agent, saw H. W. Ozlin, agri- 
cultural mentor for Princess Anne 
county, setting something of a 
record for performance, according 
to the report of his activities re- 
ceived this week. Highlights of 
that report, which furnishes ample 
proof of the value of an alert agri- 
cultural adviser, are listed as fol- 
lows: 

During the month, a total of 
605 hogs were innoculated against 
cholera for 33 farmers. Mules and 
horses, to a total of 378, were vac- 
cinated with Botulinus Antitoxin 
for an additional 144 fanners. 
Worm correctives were adminis- 
tered to 156 pigs, and an addi- 
tional 24 were vaccinated against 
swine plague. Two hundred doses 
of fowl pox vaccine were secured 
for poultrymen and 500 worm 
tablets were furnished for ailing 
poultry. In aU, 1863 animals were 
treated by Mr. Odin during the 
past month. 

Office routine included the 
writing of 88 personal letters and 



the distribution of six different 
circular letters to 812 farmers. 
Bulletins dealing with current 
farm problems were distibuted to 
69; 127 farmers called at the 
county agent's office, and 76 ad- 
ditional communicated by means 
of the telephone. 

Besides the above work, the 
Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram has been kept up to date, 
the report states, and at this time 
12 compliance supervisors are in 
the field making maps and check- 
ing each farm for compliance. In 
tending to these day-by-day af- 
fairs, Mr. Ozlin spent seven days 
in his office and 19 in the field. 
He travelled 1,123 miles and visit- 
ed 83 different farms. 

Vast Saving* Noted 

That part of the report regard- 
ed as most significant deals with 
the innoculation and vaccination 
of animals. Prior to the advent 
of the county agent on the scene 
in Princess Anne, who furnishes 
his labor gratis to the farmers 
(Continued on Page Bight)

Of Dutch Colonial style, built 
of red brick and green tile roof, 
the Hotel Warner will have 45 
bedrooms, an ocean front lobby 
and dining room, modern coffee 
shop, recreation rooms and bath- 
houses.

A ugust Reported as One of Four 
HottestMonths in 63 YearCude 

Normal Temperature Reading Set by Weather Bureau at 
78.8 Degrees; Rainfall Far Beyond Normal for Month, 
According to Official Survey. 



Without setting any records, the 
month of August proved to be one 
of the hottest experienced in Prin- 
cess Anne county over a period of 
63 years, according to a survey of 
weather and temperature condi- 
tions released yesterday by the 
Weather Bureau at Cape Henry. 
The mean temperature for the 
month, set at 78.8 degrees exreed- 
ed by 1.9 degrees the normal Aug- 
ust temperature recording of 76.9 
degrees. 

Highest monthly record estab- 
lished locally was reported in 1900. 
when the mean temperature for 
August reached 81 degrees. Last 
year, the normal stood at 77 de- 
grees. Only three years of the 
past 63 were given higher mean 
temperature readings than last 
month. 

Aacwst 23 Hottest Day 

August 23 was the hottest day 
of the month, with a top reading 
of 97 degrees. The lowest reading 
occurred on August 2. when the 
mercury dropped to a reading of 
00. Absolute maximum for this

Real as was the disappointment 
occasioned by the Army Engineers' 
refusal of the Lynnhaven dredg- 
ing project, it is our thought that 
the proposal is still far from a 
dead issue, IF the proper steps are 
taken to revive it. Should those 
steps be taken immediately, 
is our nope, the future of the 
Lynnhaven oyster and fishing in- 
dustries may soon be brightened 
and the dream of a boat channel 
Into Virginia Beach become a 
seality. 

Those familiar with the need 
for such a channel as has been 
proposed see little merit in the 
engineers' contention that the 
benefits to be derived from the 
Improvement would be purely local 
Ei their essence and not com- 
mensurate with the expense in- 
volved. Greater sums of money 
have been spent on less valuable 
Improvements than that suggest- 
ed for the Lynnhaven waters, 
which improvements have been 
urged as vitally necessary, not 
alone by interested residents and 
business interests in this com- 
munity, but by ranking officials 
Of State and Federal departments 
of commerce, fishing and war. 

Last fall, when all hope for Vir- 
ginia Beach's postoffice seemed 
dead, we proposed that, if the 
proper contacts were made and 
the proper persons approached, 
that project could be revived and 
brought to fruition.' It was our 
thought at that time — not entirely 
a cynical one — that the political 
picture was such that material 
benefits could be had by those 
who most needed such local bol- 
stering. Whatever the impetus 
behind the sudden revival of in- 
terest in the postoffice, it was not 
long before word of the project's 
approval was announced. 

Much the same situation pre- 
vails today, and that situation 
can, we believe, be turned to the 
advantage of the Lynnhaven 
channel. During the next few 
months, there is every indication 
that a considerable portion of 
Federal funds will be poured into 
communities demanding such 
public improvements as may prop- 
erly fall into the classification 
established by the Federal govern- 
ment. Whether intentional or 
not, such distribution of funds 
will not be entirely free of poli- 
tical connection, and their dis- 
tribution will be handled by mem- 
bers of the Democratic organiza- 
tion, however much those asso- 
ciated with the party may dis- 
claim such a thought. 

As the present congressional in- 
cumbent, Colgate W. Darden, Jr., 
appears the most likely person to 
assist local citizens secure their 
channel. Whether or not Mr. 
Darden will be willing to expend 
the necessary effort is a question 
which we cannot undertake to 
answer, but, we assert, he, to con- 
junction with Senator Byrd, 
should be able to secure the need- 
ed approval. Looking at such an 
action from the point of view of 
poUUcs, it would be a splendid 
step towards a wider local ap- 
or organisation men and

Living in a world as competitive 
as ours, where the usual rewards 
of living go to him who is best 
qualified and best grounded in 
his own field, it is necessary to 
emphasize the value of the early 
training given in the public 
schools. It is not always the boy 
or girl who secures the highest 
grades that goes farthest along 
the road to success, but he who 
applies himself most diligently 
and with a desire to master the 
elementary tasks set before him 
is most likely to succeed. Early 
habits are not easily broken, and, 
conversely, proper habits are not 
easily acquired after years of 
neglect. 

The public school system of to- 
day represents a great advance 
over all other media of mass edu- 
cation ever atttempted. It offers 
unlimited opportunities for the 
youth who will accept its. offer- 
ings, and fortunate indeed are 
those who heed its call. For them 
is the assurance of a useful, inter- 
esting life.

One of the most disconcerting 
notes heard in present plans to 
publicize Vbrgmia Beach as an 
all-year resort is to be found in 
the usual answer to questions con- 
cerning the date on which all 
activity will be brought to a close. 
All too frequently and, we believe, 
without thought, the statement is 
forthcoming: "SoOn after Labor 
Day." 

True it is that the close of the 
summer season brings an end to 
the greater port' of the resort's 
activity. Hotels and cottages and 
private homes are boarded until 
the advent of another spring, and 
the town takes on a somnolent 
appearance which belies Its ever- 
wakeful aspect of the summer 
months. Yet, to spite of this 
wholesale exodus of hotel opera- 
tors and vacationists, Virginia 
Beach is not closed to visitors nor 
are the fall and winter months 
unsuited to the tourist trade. 

Those who live here through- 
out the year and those few visitors 
who are to be found here during 
the fall realize that, of all months, 
September and October, are the 
best months at Virginia Beach. 
Barring an occasional cool day, 
bathing is as enjoyable as during 
the summer; the golfer, freed of 
the oppressive heat of July and 
August, finds the game more to 
his liking; the adjacent country- 
side holds out more real enjoy-, 
ment to the rider than at any 
other period of the year, and fish- 
ing facilities are not to be sur- 
passed. All of the means of out- 
door recreation take on a zest and 
added verve that appeal to the 
late vacationist and which make 
his stay here a series of pleasur- 
able experiences long to be re- 
membered. 

The Cavalier, the Plnewood, the 
Princess Pat and the Pocahontas, 
to mention a few of the larger 
hotels which will remain open on 
an all-year basis, and the Princess 
Anne Club assure to the visitor 
the finest accommodations to be 
had here at any season. Many of 
these hotels have a regular clien- 
tele that Is here year after year 
during the fall and winter, find 
ing the facilities then offered far 
superior to the hectic activity of 
the summer. ' As season follows 
season, this number grows in size 
and, if properly encouraged, will 
produce a situation in future years 
that will take from Virginia Beach 
some of that somnolence which 
now prevails. 

So, we would take this oppor- 
tunity to stress to those operators 
who will close their hotels in the 
coming weeks the necessity of 
changing their remarks relative to 
the Beach's closing. They may 
find the winter trade slim and 
unprofitable, but their neighbor, 
benefitting by the wholesale 
exodus of operators, gleans enough 
from the casual tourist traffic to 
make the continuation of his 
facilities possible. And that, we 
assert, is a crying need of Virginia 
Beach today, for without these 
pioneers there could be no hope 
of extending the present short 
season or of achieving the ideal 
of an all-year resort.

as all other ocean resorts give up 
their fight to attract winter pa- 
trons we shall continue to advo- 
cate this resort as an excellent 
place for a late fall or midwinter 
vacation. . 

Hundreds of thousands of visit- 
ors flock into Atlantic City dur- 
ing the winter. Yet, repeating 
ourselves, what does Atlantic City 
have that we don't have? The 
climate is better here, the hotel 
accommodations are certainly as 
good, and the faculties for out- 
door recreation, because of more 
equable weather, surpass anything 
which the eastern coastal resort 
has to offer. More, the continu- 
ing development of the Ocean 
Highway as the best route to and 
from Florida brings to -Virginia 
Beach an opportunity to attract 
tourist patronage that has not 
previously exised. 

Any advertising done by the 
hotels during the winter, we would 
suggest, should stress the fact that 
Virginia Beach is an easy day's 
trip from New York, Philadelphia 
and other northern cities, making 
this community the logical place 
for the first night's stop-over. 
Such casual business may not ap- 
peal to the usual resort hotel, but 
it is business and, from the very 
fact that tourists do stop here, 
may come an increase in the 
period of their stays and in the 
planning Of next summer's vaca- 
tions in this community. 

With the approach of the hunt- 
ing season comes another argu- 
ment favorable to Virginia Beach, 
the logical capital of the sports- 
men in this area. The glory that 
Was Princess Anne's in this field 
in past years Is now largely dissi- 
pated, not so much by the absence 
of game but because of a reluc- 
tance on the part of the business 
community to advertise the excel- 
lent facilities which here abound. 
True, hunting is not what it used 
to be; but, we would ask, does not 
the same situation prevail almost 
everywhere and are there not suf- 
ficient game and birds in the 
county to attract more sportsmen 
than are now taking advantage of 
local hunting facilities? We be- 
lieve ourselves right to this con- 
clusion.

We. personally, prefer the Beach 
during the approaching fall 
months. Summer lingers long on 
the Virginia seashore, and the lazy 
days ahead, free of the crowds and 
disorder that now prevail, loom as 
a virtual paradise for all who 
would take their ease in surround- 
ings that breathe the very atmo- 
sphere of peace and restful con- 
templation. And we are not alone 
in our feeling, as is to be proven 
by a careful study of hotel regis- 
ters during this period generally 
regarded as the off-season. 

In a climate not more equable 
than that prevailing here arc found 
such resorts as Pinehurst, Camden 
and Aiken. White Sulphur and 
Hot Springs, certainly worse off, 
climatically speaking, than Vir- 
ginia Beach, flourish during the 
time that, in past years, this com- 
munity has assumed the quietness 
and the inactivity of death. There 
is no logical reason for this situa- 
tion and no cause for its continu- 
ance. All that is needed to remedy 
it is a modicum of cooperation be- 
tween' the business and hotel in- 
terests which remain open and a 
steady outpouring of publicity 
dealing with the Beach's attrac- 
tions during this time of the year. 

There are those who will con- 
sider our faith in the Beach as 
a winter resort of reasonable 
prominence a matter purely vision- 
ary in its essence, something With- 
out hope of fulfillment. There 
may be merit to the argument, but

NEW DEAL SAVES BANK 
DEPOSITORS 



All of these factors point to the 
possibilities inherent in Virginia 
Beach as a winter resort. Its 
streets and hotels will never echo 
to the shouts of the summer's 
throngs, of that we are certain, 
but we do contend that develop- 
ment of the facilities with which 
nature and man have endowed 
this area can and will go far to- 
wards making the Beach the all- 
year resort which we like to en- 
vision. 

This is a logical field for com- 
munity endeavor. The Chamber 
of Commerce, instead of closing 
its office and leaving unanswered 
the great piles of mail which pour 
in— as has been the practice in 
past years, should continue to 
function in the interests of a 
growing Beach, seeking by every 
possible means at its command to 
scatter broadcast the story of the 
Beach during the fall and winter 
and to lure the late vacationist to 
this community. The work may 
be difficult and uncertain of re- 
sults, but we have faith that the 
desired end would be attained 
after the passage of some few 
years. 

Such is the thought which we 
would pass along to the residents 
and business men of this com- 
munity. The gods of prosperity 
favor those who are willing to 
work out their own destiny, and 
no measure of winter patronage 
may be expected here until such 
time as those who cater to such 
business are willing to assume 
their load of the effort towards 
making the situation real and 
tangible. There are precedents all 
about us as to the value of such 
action, and the sooner such a step 
is taken here the better off will 
be the community. 

We cannot urge too strongly the 
adoption of such a course as is 
here proposed.

Unemployment continues to de- 
crease in Poland. 



The friendly hand of Uncle 8am 
was stretched out last week to re- 
scue thousands of bank depositors 
from the effects of two bank fail- 
ures in eastern States. Had it 
not been for the protection af- 
forded by the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration, through passage of the 
bUl providing insurance for bank 
deposits up to $5,000, every one of 
these depositors would have 
watched his life savings disappear 
when the banks went to the wall. 
Instead, they were paid off at the 
rate of 100 cents on the dollar 
within two weeks after the banks 
closed their doors. 

The first failure was in the little 
town of East Hampton, In Con- 
necticut. The local bank and trust 
company with several thousand 
poor depositors, was the victim of 
dishonest officials and was obliged 
to close. It was one of the few 
bank failures in America since 
President Roosevelt took office. 
The little community was panic- 
stricken at the disaster, but calm- 
ed down when agents of the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion appeared and took charge of 
the bank's tangled affairs. 

Two weeks later the agents an- 
nounced their readiness to pay off. 
The first to have a claim honored 
was a six-year-old girl, who only 
the week before the crash had in- 
trusted her precious savings of 
twenty-five cents to the teller in 
charge of Christmas accounts. A 
Joyful smile brightened the child's 
face as Uncle Sam's agent handed 
her a shining quarter. She quick- 
ly hid it in her little purse and 
romped out of the bank. 

Then, all day long, lines of de- 
positors pressed toward the paying' 
teller's cage. They received the 
full amount of their savings. 

The other bank collapse was in 
Newark, N. J. There the D'Auria 
Bank and Trust Company, in a 
crowded Italian neighborhood, 
crashed a few weeks ago. As in 
the Connecticut failure, most of 
the depositors were poor working 
people, who had placed all their 
meagre savings with the institu- 
tion. After the bank was closed 
officers were arrested, charged 
with making false statements to 
the banking authorities. The wild- 
est excitement prevailed in the 
Italian quarter of Newark. But 
the soothing influence of Uncle 
Sam was soon felt. Agents arrived 
and took charge. Last Thursday 
FDIC checks were ready and hun- 
dreds called tp receive payments 
due them. Watching them, as they 
stood in line, was Simon Kessel. 
man, formerly general secretary of 
the United Depositors' Commit- 
tee of the Bank of United States, 
which went to the wall in Man- 
hattan several years ago with 
staggering losses to more than 
400.000 depositors. "If we only 
had had that Federal insurance 
of deposits when the Bank of 
United States closed up!" he wail- 
ed. 

Most of the depositors of the 
Newark bank probably had no 
clearer conception of the opera- 
tion than their fellow sufferers in 
Connecticut. They did not seem 
to know where the money to pay 
them was coming from. In fact, 
they did not appear to care. They 
only knew that they were getting 
every cent that was due them. 
With that they were content. 

Actually, however, the money 
paid out wUl not be a dead loss 
to Uncle Sam. As the law oper- 
ates, the government takes an as- 
signment of depositors' claims and 
collects as much as possible from 
the bank's assets to reimburse the 



Federal Treasury. In the mean- 
time distress of depositors is re- 
lieved and confidence in other 
banks maintained. Thus, bank 
panics, which frightened the 
whole country during the Hoover 
regime, are stopped before they 
start. If this were the only ac- 
complishment of the Roosevelt 
Administration, it would be suffi-^ 
cient to constitute a vaUd claim 
upon the nation's gratitude. — 
Fauquier Democrat. 

EXPLAINING THE SURPLUS 



The surplus of $564,821.93 with 
which the State has ended the 
biennium represents a creditable 
achievement of administration 
which Is as gratifying to the peo- 
ple of Virginia as it is to State of. 
ficials. Governor Peery points out 
that not only has the Common- 
wealth finished the last fiscal year 
with a surplus but it also has re- 
stored salary cuts to State em- 
ployes and effected a substantial 
reduction in the public debt. 

State officials accredit the sur- 
plus to the conservative policy 
pursued during he depression 
when appropriations were 
cut to meet declining rev- 
enues. J. H. Bradford, Director of 
the Budget, ascribes the surplus to 
"economy and good management." 
In all these claims there is un- 
doubtedly a measure of Justifica- 
tion which no fair-minded person 
will deny. 

However, neither the governor 
nor any other State official, as for 
as we have seen, has seen fit to 
mention the diversion of road 
funds as a contributing factor in 
the exixtence of a surplus which 
would be non-existent if highway^ 
revenues accumulated were spent 
on the construction and mainten- 
ance of State roads. The lament- 
able depletion of the road funds 
is the reason why the State is 
entering a new fiscal period with 
a surplus instead of a deficit in 
the general fund. We confess 
that we are unable to see in that 
fact anything to crow about. 

Governor P e e r y's statment 
shows that in the past two years 
the State's revenue exceeded esti- 
mates by more than 8360,000, en- 
abling it to come to the end of 
the biennium with a surplus in the 
general fund of more than half KJp 
million dollars, and that the in- 
come last year was the largest 
in the history of the State. 

But what the Governor's state- 
ment does not show, although 
those who keep up with such mat- 
ters are well aware, is that the 
budget for each year of the bien- 
nium omitted altogether the ap- 
propriation for roads of $1,850,008 
a year promised to the road fund 
in lieu of the former 10-cent prop- 
erty tax for roads before segrega- 
tion was adopted; that the rood 
fund has been saddled with the 
cost of feeding, clothing and 
guarding 3,000 convicts, an ex- 
pense estimated by the Highway 
Department of $4,053,975; that 
depletions and diversions of road 
funds include items as a part of 
the salaries of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the Superintendent of the 
Penitentiary, partial support of 
the Department of Agriculture 
and rental costs of space to the 
State Office Building occupied by 
the Highway Department. 

In former years it was cus- 
tomary for the State to moke on 
appropriation from its general 
fund for overhead costs of the 
Highway Department, including 
engineering and supervision; 
the entire cost, amounting 
$•45,240. including 
and supervision of the

Figures released by the Virginia 
Tuberculosis Association indicate 
definitely that its program of 
education and preventive work 
throughout the State is sharing 
proportionately in the general up- 
swing of business.' 

Income from the sale of Christ- 
mas Seals last season, based on 
reports from all city and county 
branches, so far has reached a 
total of $77,921, compared with 
$80,600 received in 1930, the ail- 
time high reported by the Associa- 
tion, its Executive Secretary, Miss 
Leslie Combs Foster, said. Miss 
Foster believes that when final re- 
ports are received from all local 
chairmen this, year's revenue will 
exceed $78,000, nearly $3,000 above 
the quota set by the National 
Tuberculosis Association. ^ 
Bonus Checks Mailed 
Under the terms of its agree- 
ment with local representatives in 
all parts of the Old Dominion, the 
Association has just mailed bonus 
checks distributing $8,000 as a re- 
ward for work done in each com- 
munity. Of the aggregate sum re- 
ceived from the sale of Christmas 
Seals, the State Association has 
turned back a total of $57,163 to 
counties and cities; $16,861 was 
retained for the State Association, 
and $3,896 was allocated to the 
National Tuberculosis Association. 
Under the terms of its contract 
with the local groups warring 
against tuberculosis, the State As- 
sociation makes bonus payments 
which may be used for the follow- 
ing projects: paying board of in- 
digent patients, nursing service, 
tuberculin test of high school 
graduates, purchase of necessities 
for patients, X-Ray examinations, 
special work among Negroes, nu- 
trition work, pneumothorax treat- 
ments for indigents, or participa- 
tion in the work of a health unit 
under the direction of the State 
Department of Health. 

The Virginia Association's con- 
tract with its local workers has 
been described by the National 
Tuberculosis Association as one 
of the most effective in this coun- 
try, stimulating both counties and 
cities to take an unusually active 
part ih the program of prevent 
and cure sponsored by the State 
Association. Contracts covering 
next year's work have been pre- 
pared at the State headquarters 
and are now being signed by the 
chairmen of the local organlza* 
tions.

You snapshoot yourself and the fish with a self-timer right on the spot. 



TTOW often have yon opened your 
*-*■ snapshot album to view, once 
more, treasured pictures yon have 
taken of groups of friends or of the 
family, and closed It with a feeling 
of regret that yon did not appear in 
these pictures yourself? Or, how 
often, when yon are showing some- 
body snapshots yon took on a mem- 
orable occasion, do you hear the re- 
mark, "Where were you all this 
time?" Modestly you reply, "Why, I 
was just the man behind the camera. 
Somebody had to take the pictures." 
But really wouldn't you like to have 
been in those pictures? Of course, 
you would. 

) Obviously, one solution of this dif- 
ficulty is to let some one else use 
your camera on these occasions and 
take some pictures with you in them. 
.Good enough except that that some- 
body else— Dad or whoever it may 
be— is missing from them just as you 
were missing from the others. 
i There is another answer to this 
problem and a perfect one. Get a self- 
timer, which Is the name for an at- 
tachment which permits most cam- 
eras other than the box type to take 
pictures unattended. It is an inex- 
pensive accessory that fits on the 
metal button at the end of the cable 
release which operates the shutter. 
In the manner ol an alarm clock, the 



mechanism of this gadget may be 
set to "go or' after a time interval, 
whereupon it presses the button and 
releases the shutter. Meantime, you 
have taken your place in the picture 
and are looking your prettiest await- 
ing the snap. 

Some cameras have a self-timer in- 
corporated in the shutter. Of course, 
you must have the camera on a Arm 
support. In the picture to the left 
above, the camera Is fastened with a 
clamp having a tripod socket. You 
prepare for the picture by focusing 
in the usual way and using the same 
stop opening and shutter speed you 
would use ordinarily. If you have 
placed your subjects quite close to 
the camera, see that there is a par-' 
ticular space in the group for you to 
enter and don't fall to occupy pre- 
cisely that space, else you will blan- 
ket somebody or, If the space Is at 
the side, you may find in the print 
that you have lost an arm or so. 

Nothing prevents you from taking 
a picture of yourself alone if you feel 
that way— which suggests one very 
Important use for the self-timer. Ever 
go fishing alone and wish there were 
somebody to take your picture hold- 
ing up that whopper at the actual 
scene of the catch? Or, do you always 
buy one at the fish store?

as the fox in particular, "I Am 
the Fox," the Atlantic Prise novel 
for 1936. is a study of the forces 
that have made Selma the nature 
of fleeing fox she is before the 
determined, sure pursuit of her 
lover, Gardner Heath. 

Winifred Van Etten's method of 
getting her story told is Interest- 
ing in itself and rather novel, 
though it must owe much to the 
old stage device of the "cut-back." 
She begins with the culminating 
scene, Heath's proposal of mar- 
riage to Selma, and explores the 
peculiar terms in which her 
heroine shies away from the sub- 
ject by presenting, interspersed in 
the focal conversation which con- 
tinues throughout the book, a 
series of episodes from Selma's 
earlier life. 

Thus when Gardner Heath 
would talk of love as they stand 
on a hillside by his father's 
Pennsylvania farm, Selma's 
thoughts are fastened, contrarily, 
on death, for a short space pre- 
viously the hue and cry of the 
hunt has surged over the hill, and 
at only a little distance the fox 
has been pulled down by the 
ravening dogs. Death has been 
the familiar of Selma's, thoughts 
since childhood, when as a 
kindergarten tot she saw one of 
her schoolmates die on the school- 
room floor, writhing in anguish 
like the fox. And now love, she 
feels, may lead to death of a sort. 
"Isn't marriage, perhaps, another 
kind of dying?" she asks Heath. 
"And this body that must know 
corruption, doesn't a lover bring 
to it another kind of dying, an- 
other way of corruption, of ident- 
ity destroyed?" 

As Miss Van Etten presents 
scene after scene , from Selma's 
life before she left the middle- 
West to become Oardner Heath's 
secretary in New York City, there 
is gradually assembled for us a 
complexity of people and situa- 
tions that have molded the girl to 
her present temper. We have seen 
her first as the little child who 
could not rid herself of the pic- 
ture of a playmate dying. 



and Ignorance that complicate life 
and sex into relentless mysteries. 
She has had experience with 
drought, farm poverty, and the 
Rabelaisian smack of Corn Belt 
society when one summer she 
toured the country trailer-fashion 
with her brother. Keeping her own 
counsel, she is given no aid to in- 
tegrate her blundering, inchoate 
thoughts. 

In these background scenes, 
however, "I Am the Fox" is not 
always focussed directly upon 
Selma, but the picture expands to 
include significant figures of her 
environment, which serve to In- 
tensify the author's theme. Of 
these the most tragic is Selma's 
grandmother, spending a long life 
of farm drudgery with a man for 
whom she became "Ma" in word 
and thought with the birth of her 
first child, and remained ever 
thereafter "Ma," a subordinate 
household inmate. There Is Miss 
Meade, the music teacher in the 
small, middle-Western college 
which Selma ^attended. Pulled out 
of her najafcw spinster's routine 
by the interest the new professor 
of music displays in her, she 
enters upon a short second spring 
of life which collapses with the 
man's sudden marriage. A variety 
of other memorable characters 
emerge Into life as their existence 
touches Selma's, add to the scar- 
tissues of her experience, and then 
depart when their Immediate in- 
fluence is done. 

In a series of short; incisive 
flashes, Miss Van Etten presents 
the material to explain a malad- 
justed personality. These flashes 
are in themselves stories in hard, 
subjective prose, contrasting 
strongly with the significant con- 
versational interludes, written in 
a high pitch of emotional inten- 
sity, which constitutes a duel of 
words and love between Selma and 
Gardner Heath. The interest in 
the bundle of moving portraits Is 
enhanced always by the undercur- 
rent of feeling about their cumul- 
ative effect upon a single life. In 
spite of there being a tendency to 
be overly critical of prise-winning 
efforts, we must admit that in our 
estimation "I Am the Fox" is dis- 
tinguished and thought-provoking 
for a first novel.

Without having attended any 
of these "rear-platform" addresses 
and without having talked to any 
of his audience, it is difficult for 
any newspaper to make a just and 
accurate appraisal of the result- 
ing/impression. However, after 
carefully reading many dozens of 
newspapers from many sections of 
the country it is apparent that the 
Kansas Governor is not making 
an exceptionally able campaign. 
He appears most effective in per- 
sonal conversations and in talks - 
with small groups of people. He 
can never compete with President 
Roosevelt either over the radio or 
to a campaign crowd. 

He lacks, among other qualities, 
the President's dramatizing abili- 
ties and the capacity to coin ef- 
fective and lasting phrases. 

The three major speeches of 
Landon during this tour have 
been far, more general than 
specific. He, has proved himself 
a master of platitudes and a deal- 
er in generalities. This is especial- 
ly true of his Chautauqua and 
Buffalo speeches. 

Some of his short talks were 
even more disappointing. We re- 
fer specifically to several talks to 
sugar beet growers of Colorado 
and Nebraska.

port, then I and my local associ- 
ates fail to appreciate a sound and 
profitable business enterprise," 
Mr. Patterson continued. "We en- 
tered into the corporation with 
our eyes open and intent upon 
the proper arrangements, and 
those finally approved were en- 
tirely satisfactory to all concern- 
ed. Even as much as a glance at 
the list of members of the board 
should have convinced the grand 
jurors that those associated in 
the enterprise were men who ap- 
preciate a solid business deal and 
not children lending their support 
to a profitable effort in return for 
a few sticks of candy." 

Mr. Patterson went on to state 
that the corporation had agreed 
to employ only local men for the 
many positions opened by the 
trap's operation, paying all em- 
a scale which ranged from 
$3 to $10 per night. Positions 
demanding skilled workers were to 
be made available to local men as 
fast as they could qualify for 
them, he added. Among the first 
to be promised employment were 
thirty needy members of the Prin- 
cess Anne post of the American 
Legion. 

No Conspiracy Intended 

Insisting that neither he nor 
any of his associates had any 
thought of conspiring to violate 
the gaming code, Mr. Patterson 
asserted that the directors did not 
expect the track to operate under 
option system this season. 
Their reason for opening the bet- 
ting window and allowing the 
Town's chief of police to purchase 
the only tickets sold was for the 
purpose of' testing the legality of 
the system In the State's courts, 
a move planned for last year but 
forestalled when the attorney em- 
ployed by the corporation entered 
a plea of guilty when the case was 
appealed to the circuit court from 
a verdict brought by Trial Justice 
E. V. Oresham. 

That he and his associates be- 
lieve the option system of betting 
legal under the Virginia statutes 
was a major theme of Mr. Patter- 
son's statement. Pound legal In 
nine recent decisions handed down 
by judges in a half-dozen or more 
states, the system which they have 
proposed for the local track is, 
they maintain, quite within the 
law, and they are eager for their 
case to have its day in Judge B. 
D. White's court. 

Mr. Patterson is hopeful of a 
favorable verdict, which will per- 
mit the operation of the track 
next summer free of legal and 
judicial interference. Should the 
findings of the lower court be up- 
held, it is the present plan of the 
sponsors of the track to carry 
their appeal to the higher court 
and there secure an unques- 
tioned ruling on the legality of the 
option system. 

^Concluding, Mr. Patterson stated 
that not less than 00 per cent of 
the residents of Princess Anne 
county favor the dog track and 
the system used last year for bet- 
ting on the greyhounds. A similar 
percentage of approval, he added, 
seems to be evident in all other 
parts of the State.

Australia Commemorates 
Opening of Inter-Country 
Telephone Service. 



New Accessories for 

the School Wardrobe 




Philatelists will laud the Aus- 
tralian government for issuing a 
postage stamp, the first ever used 
to commemorate the opening of 
telephone service between two 
countries. The event commemor- 
ated was the opening of telephone 
service between Australia and 
Tasmania, over a 180 mile sub- 
marine telephone cable placed in 
operation recently. The stamp 
carries in the foreground the 
words: "Commemorating the 
opening of telephone communica- 
tion." Decorations include a 
symbolic figure standing on a sea- 
shell holding in one hand a tri- 
dent, while the other supports a 
cable which crosses the watery ex- 
panse of Bass Strait. This cable 
was manufactured in England and 
was taken to Australia in the 
cable ship Faraday. This ship 
was named for Michael Faraday, 
an eminent English chemist and 



physicist, who is credited with be- 
ing the founder of electro-mag- 
netism. 

Australia is served by some- 
thing over 500,000 telephones and 
Tasmania 16,000 telephones. Tele- 
phone service between Australia 
and the United States was in- 
augurated in 1030, which gives 
these two countries connection 
with all Bell System and Bell con- 
necting telephones and with other 
telephones throughout the world. 

The new Australia-Tasmania 
cable is of the coaxial type, con- 
sisting essentially of fa central 
copper conductor surrounded by 
paragutta insulation around which 
the other conductor is wound in 
the form of six concentric copper 
tapes. The whole cable is heavily 
armoured with copper jute and 
steel wire as a protection. The 
coaxial arrangement makes pos- 
sible the transmission of five tele- 
phone conversations, thirty-six 
telegraph messages and a radio 
broadcast simultaneously.

A large part of the clerical work 
of the rehabilitation offices of the 
Resettlement Administration in 
the several states of Region TV is 
being transferred this week to the 
regional office in Raleigh, regional 
headquarters ■ announced. The 
transfers include the state loan 
and state farm plan examining 
offices. „ 

"The work of . these offices, 
largely clerical, will become a 
function of the regional office in- 
stead of the several state offices, 
thus relieving state directors, of 
clerical detail, leaving them free 
to spend their time in the super- 
vision and faUlance of the Re- 
habilitation program in their re- 
spective states," Regional Director 
George S. Mitchell said. To avoid 
duplication of work, it was further 
explained. Resettlement Adminis- 
tration accounting, in accordance 
with recent changes, is now be- 
ing handled by the Treasury Ac- 
counts office there for the entire 
region. Prompt handling of loans 
for clients makes it necessary to 
consolidate the loan and farm 
plan examining offices in close 
proximity to the Treasury office. 
"The change will also enable us 
to bring about considerable sav- 
ing in Administrative cost," the 
director said. 

Redaction of Personnel 

While it is admitted that the 
change will result in a reduction 
of personnel, it is stated that key 
men who have been handling this 
work in the states are being trans- 
ferred to the Regional Office to 
carry on the work there. 

Supervision of field personnel 
will continue to be handled by 
state directors, it was stated. 
County supervisors will continue 
their same functions, except that 
they will forward farm plans and 
loan recommendations for clients 
to the regional office instead of

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FALL PURCHASES 
REPORTED SLOW 

General Retail Trade Shows 
Continued Upward Trend 
Through Nation. 



The business situation in gen- 
eral continued to manifest a 
strong upward, trend throughout 
the country. In retail trade, how- 
ever, hot weather held back Fall 
purchasing. The volume was kept 
largely to the level of the pre- 
vious week and was consistently 
ahead of last year, according to 
reports to the Department of 
Commerce from all parts of the 
country. Some improvement was 
noted in the drouth situation, as 
scattered rains revived withered 
crops but evidences of greatly cur- 
tailed trade as a result of crop 
' losses were generally lacking. 

The momentum of industry was 
unusually high for the season of 
the year and electric power pro- 
duction set a new high record. As 
the end of the vacation season ap- 
proached, resorts and travel 
agencies were computing their 
gains and in many instances, 
tourist activities set all-time high 
records. Trans-Atlantic passenger 
traffic during May, June and July 
numbered 206,000, an increase of 
20,000 over the same period of 
1985, according to a statement by 
Secretary Roper who said that 505 
sailing during the period com- 
pared with 490 last year. 
Weather Still Drawback 

Hot, dry weather continued to 
affect crops in the St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Memphis and Dallas 
areas, but other affected regions 
were helped by ram. Heavy rains 
In Southeastern Wisconsin were 
beneficial; Minneapolis reported 
forest fires quenched and pastures 
revived; in Chicago it was said the 
outlook was brighter in Northern 
Illinois. Most farmers in South- 
eastern Missouri were hauling 
water and three-fourths of the 
corn crop in that State was being 
cut for fodder, according to the St. 
Louis report. In Kansas City, a 
complete crop failure over a wide 
area was estimated and it was 
felt In Dallas that the cotton yield 
had been substantially reduced, 
xhe xWofthwest territory was in 
much better shape as the hop, 
fruit and vegetable harvests got 
under way, while the Jacksonville 
report commented on prospects 
tor a banner citrus crop and of 
plans -for expanding the long 
staple cotton acreage in Florida. 
In Wilmington, it was said the 
408,000 bushel peach crop com- 
pared with 225,000 bushels last 
year. Georgia peach crop estab- 
lished a new high record. 

Travel and vacation activties set 
a high level during the year. 
An Illustration of the effect of 
this was shown in the Dallas re- 
port which said the gasoline tax 
increase from tourist travel was 
sufficient to pay the cost of the 
State's participation in the Cen- 
tennial celebrations. A survey of 
resort hotels in New England re- 
veal substantial increases over last 
year. Portland, Ore., reported a 
record rate of tourist traffic, in- 
cluding hundreds of home- 
seekers from the Midwest drought 
area. Reports of abnormally heavy 
tourist activities also came from 
New York, Buffalo, Jacksonville 
and Minneapolis.

AND CATALOGUED BY WPA WORKERS 



Massive records of all branches 
of the Federal government, scat- 
tered over the entire country and 
covering the 180 years of the na- 
tion's existence, are being studied, 
classified and indexed by workers 
employed on the WPA Federal 
Archives Project. In Virginia, JBl 
men and women are engagedin 
the undertaking, which is/being 
carried on under the direction of 
Terry C. Durham, with (head 
quarters in Richmond. 

These persons are dealing with 
the records of Federal courts, cus- 
toms offices, army and navy posts 
'and every other branch of the 
United States government which 
has operated at any time during 
the life of the nation. A special 
effort is being made to locate re- 
cords of government agencies 
which no longer exist. 

All Records Covered 

In the reports they are sending 
to Washington for the National 
Archives index, the workers are 
covering all written records from 
those bearing the signatures of 
George Washington and his con- 
temporaries to those now being 
produced in voluminous quantity 
by the alphabetical . agencies of 
the New Deal. 

In the office of the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court in Richmond, the 
WPA workers have prepared re- 
ports on the original papers in 
connection with such famous 
cases as the. treason trials of 
Aaron Burr in 1806 and of Jeffer- 
son Davis in 1866-69. 

They are reporting also on cer- 
tain business letters of Thomas 



Jefferson and a letter by John C. 
Calhoun, dated September 10, 1844 
on the subject of the annexation 
of Texas— all found in the court 
records here. Another important 
set of papers located here was a 
group of state documents of Henry 
A. Wise, Minister to Brazil. 
Maritime Cases Traced 

In Norfolk, the archives workers 
located records of maritime cases 
dating back to the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Among the most important 
cases in this connection was a 
commission dated 1801, signed by 
John Adams and Thomas Pinck- 
ney, authorizing the schooner 
"Success" to prey upon French 
commerce. 

There were also found in Nor- 
folk the records of the case of U. 
S. vs. the slave, smuggling ship, 
"Isabella"; U. S. vs. the brigan- 
tine. "Rockuck," dated 1812 and 
involving a naval prize; and U. S. 
vs. the brigantine, "Transfer," a 
case involved in the war with 
Tripoli. 

From these important historical 
records, the WPA archives work- 
ers have extended their study to 
include such routine papers as 
temperature charts and X-ray 
cards at the Marine Hospital in 
Norfolk and the reports and re- 
cords in such places as National 
cemetery lodges, CCC camps and 
WPA offices. 

By definition, the "archives" 
involved in the survey include "all 
manuscript records, (including 
typewritten onces, of course) such 
as correspondence, memoranda, 
reports, schedules, questionnaires,

The survey includes also motion 
picture films, sound recordings, 
and photographic plates, and, in 
addition, circulars, press releases 
and bulletins when the manus- 
cripts of them have not been pre- 
served. 

The purpose of the project is 
"to provide information of value 
to the National Archives, to other 
agencies of the Federal govern, 
ment and to students. It will seek 
to ascertain the exact location, 
the volume, and the condition of 
storage of Federal archives; ' to 
identify them as regards their 
contents; and to furnish other in- 
formation which may be of as- 
sistance in the formulation of re- 
commendations designed to in- 
sure their safe preservation and 
to facilitate their use by officials 
and students." 

When all the reports from the 



forty-eight states have been com- 
piled in Washington, there will be 
available at the office of the Na- 
tional Archivist, an index through 
which a student may find- the 
location of any p-per filed in a 
Federal governor it office. 

The Archiv ' / Project was 
started in ViTgAiia during Feb- 
ruary, 1936. It has offices in Rich- 
mond, Norfolk, Alexandria,' Bristol, 
Roanoke, Lynchburg, Charlottes- 
ville, and Newport News. Offices 
were opened in Fredericksburg 
and Portsmouth, but have been 
closed following completion of the 
work. In addition, two traveling 
units of the Archives Project have 
been working in the small towns 
of the state.

POULTRY FACTS 
OFFEREDFARMER 

Monthly Ballet in Service 
Made Available to Virginia 
Growers by V. P. I. . 



Poultry housing, together with 
breeding for egg production, good 
feeding, and proper management 
to prevent disease are the four 
fundamentals of profitable poul- 
try production, and all, of these 
are equally important, a V. P. I. 
bulletin asserts. 

In August and early September, 
before the pullets are housed for 
the winter, better poultrymen are 
giving attention to the poultry 
house. Many poultry houses in 
Virginia are in particularly poor 
condition and even the best of 
birds would not lay their best in 
them. Often the poultry house 
can be vastly improved without 
spending -i, great deal of money. 
Of course, if permanent and valu- 
able improvements, such as a con- 
crete floor, are installed, the cost 
will be greater. 

The Poultry Department of Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute each 
month sends out mimeographed 
information on various poultry 
and turkey topics that are of 
timely interest to progressive 
poultry raisers. For example, the 
August report for poultry gave 
some specific suggestions in im- 
proving the laying house for this 
year's crop of pullets and what- 
ever hens will be kept over. Any- 
one interested in receiving these 
monthly reports on either chick- 
ens or turkeys should write to 
their county farm agent immedi- 
ately as they are sent out through 
his office. The turkey report for 
August showed a plan and gave 
directions, for building a range 
shelter for growing turkeys. This 
information also can be secured 
from the county agent. Be sure 
to state whether you want only 



the report for one month or if yon 
want to be put on the mailing 
to receive these each month.

"I want to assure them of the 
utmost cooperation of my organ- 
ization which is furnishing the 
test material without charge and 
we are going still further this year 
by including the colored schools 
in our safety program, which 
means that every school student 
from the first grade through high 
school, white or colored, will be re- 
ceiving safety education as a part 
of the regular school work." 

"In addition to this, we are pre- 
pared to organize more of the 
school Safety Patrols in this ter- 
ritory, making them a part of the 
National School Safety Patrols, a 
movement sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association 
through the local automobile clubs 
such as our own Tidewater A. A. 
A. 

"I am convinced that the solu- 
tion of the terrible accident situa- 
tion lies to a great extent in safety 
education in the schools and I am 
particularly pleased that our 
school authorities recognize this, 
as evidenced by their splendid co- 
operation in our movement," Mr.

Higher Gas Taxes 
Curtail Use of Car 

Publication by the U. S. Bureau 
of Public Roads of motor vehicle 
registration data for 1035 has re- 
vealed that virtually every state 
which increased Its gasoline tax 
rate last year either sustained 
losses in the number of motor 
vehicles registered or experienced 
subnormal increases in registra- 
tion. 

While motor vehicle registra- 
tions throughout the United 
States showed a gain of 5 per cent 
over 1934, the average gain was 
only 3.05 per cent for the five 
states which increased gasoline 
tax rates — Connecticut, Delaware, 
Nebraska, New York and Pennsy- 
lvania. 

Nebraska, where the gasoline 
tax was increased tp 5 cents from 
4 cents per gallon, was the only 
state to report a decrease in re 
gistrations in 1035. The decline 
was .1 per cent. New York State, 
where the gasoline tax was in- 
creased to 4 cents from 3 cents 
had one of the smallest increases, 
only 2.5 per cent, or about half 
the average gain for the entire 
country.

Questions Answered 
About Resettlement 

(Editor's Note— This is question 
five of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published in the Virginia Beach 
News each week.) 

Ia the purchase of unproductive 
land of any immediate value to 
the people of the United States? 

Answer: 

The people who are living on 
the land are unable to get a satis- 
factory living from it. The total 
average gross income for the 
families on hind being purchased 
by the Resettlement Administra- 
tion is less than $400 a year. Na- 
turally if these people are being 
helped to move they will be able 
to obtain a higher standard of 
living immediately. 

It is not only these who will im- 
mediately benefit. The tax payers 
in their vicinity will also benefit. 
On over half of the land which 
the Resettlement Administration 
is buying, taxes have been delin- 
quent for two years or more. Con- 
tinuation of this condition means 
a constant drain on the public 
finances. Tax collections are poor, 
permitting in turn only the most 
meager services in schools and 
roads. At the same time relief 
rolls are large, necessitating the 
expenditure of large sums to help 
the distressed families. In one 
township in these poor-land areas, 
out of more than seventy families 
all but one were on relief. In one 
project area the cost of upkeep of 
the roads exceeds the value of the 
land they serve. In another area 
the road cost amounted to $27,000 
whereas the tax receipts from the 
area were only $1,820. 

Even a casual study of instances 
such as these indicate clearly that 
money can be saved for the tax- 
payer far in excess of the purchase 
of such land, when families are 
moved and roads and schools 
closed. 

Next week's question is: "Is the 
Resettlement Administration pay- 
ing too high a price for the land 
it is purchasing?"

The buildings, cleaned and, 
scrubbed after several months of 
idleness, with doors opened wide 
to receive the eager scholar and 
the youngster who has been 
haunted by the thought of school's 
beginning for the past few weeks, 
literally absorbed some 2,150 white 
boys and girls of the county and 
an estimated 1,875 Negroes. 

Sttght Increase Expected

THE NEW COUNCILMEN 



As is the way with democratic 
Institutions, the official life of 
Virginia Beach this week under- 
went the change voted at the last 
municipal election. A decade of 
aervice on the part of R. B. Taylor 
has been brought to a voluntary 
dose, and he, together with Roy 
Barnes have relinquished their 
seats on the council to Jesse Ewell 
and C. H. Capps, newcomers to 
the town's officialdom. We have 
nothing but good wishes to offer 
the newcomers. 

The unusually successful sum- 
mer season enjoyed by local busi- 
ness this year, indicative of the 
trend in vacation traffic which 
may be expected in future years, 
poses several questions of serious 
Importance which the present 
council will be called upon to 
solve. Upon their decisions may 
lie said to rest the tempo of future 
progress, and, because of our 
sincere interest in the continua- 
tion of a progress comparable to 
that of this season, we shall strive 
to work with them to the end that 
the projects now before them shall 
nave a successful solution. 

First of the problems crowding 
the docket is that of an adequate 
water supply, closely followed by 
the need for a suitable sewage 
disposal system. No one who has 
Investigated the shortcomings of 
the present equipment can deny 
the paramount importance of 
these issues, and the incoming 
council, is certain to spend many 
hours in argument and planning 
before a correct solution is forth- 
coming. Yet, when a broad view 
is taken of Town needs and re- 
quirements, these are but two 
items of a great list that might 
be proposed for prompt action. 

There is apparent a need for a 
scientific revision of taxes and 
mercantile licenses; the problem of 
adequate police and fire protec- 
tion cannot long be overlooked; 
certain sections of the town are 
In need of zoning regulations, and 
so on and on through an imposing 
list of basic needs, all of which 
must be give attention and con- 
sideration. It is our thought that 
the council, spurred on by these 
needs, will forsake all claims of 
netty politics and work to the end 
that Virginia Beach may take her 
rightful place as a community of 
order and adequate facilities in 
the resort field. 



Their failure to do so, however, 
means no more than a repetition 
of what has gone before, a con- 
tinuation of an intolerable situa- 
tion which could have been elim- 
inated without the expenditure of 
one cent additional over what is 
now provided in the county budget 
for the sort of haphazard welfare 
work carried on by the supervisors 
themselves. 

The patent refusal of the board 
to consider humanely the needs 
of a good portion of the county 
residents appeals to us as an un- 
thinking gesture which lays it- 
self open to the charge, of "play- 
ing politics with human misery," 
since under the proposed welfare 
setup the power of allotting funds 
to the needy would be taken from 
their inexperienced hands and 
placed where it properly belongs, 
in the person of a trained director. 
Rather than make that charge at 
this time, we would suggest that 
each supervisor reread the terms 
of the agreement offered by the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare and then voice his honest 
opinion at the next meeting of 
the board. If this is done, we 
have every hope for the speedy 
creation of the needed organiza- 
tion. 

There can be no thought of a 
scientific approach to the pro- 
blems of welfare until the change 
herein proposed is made. No board 
of supervisors, however honest 
may be the intention of the mem- 
bers, can hope to study and eval- 
uate existing conditions with the 
skin and training of a competent 
worker. Until such a worker is 
brought into the county, there- 
fore, there is little hope for the 
alleviation of the sorry mess pre- 
sented last winter as a consequence 
of plain political tactics.

at the practicers of today's pub- 
licity and the means used to at- 
tract the public to their glorified 
medicine shows. Now, the truth 
with which he toyed and which 
he stretched to the very limits of 
belief is often forgotten in its en- 
tirety by those who travel the land 
mouthing that which is ridiculous 
or using the prestige of an excel- 
lent press build-up to exploit a 
doctrine that, were it not for the 
seriousness with which it is pre- 
sented, would not even fool the 
man who wants to be fooled. 

So much has been written and 
said about the avidity with which 
the American public takes to the 
sensational and the spectacular in 
spite of its seeming lack of basis 
in truth that we hesitate to com- 
ment further in these columns. 
This is the paradise of the quack 
and the charlatan, of the preacher 
of great causes and of him who 
is shameless enough to parade his 
own desire for undeserved atten- 
tion before an audience which, an 
too frequently, cannot turn the 
dials of its radio to another sta- 
tion without the fear of encounter- 
ing someone worse than he who 
was so unceremoniously yanked 
off the stage. 

To our mind, the most serious 
offenders of all are those men of 
foreign birth who take such de- 
light in telling the American 
public— seeking, oh, so pathetical- 
ly, for that which Is terms "soph- 
istication"— what a "punk" place 
is this land of the free and how 
shoddy are the creations of its 
minds and hands. We have been 
afflicted with them since the days 
of the World War, when America 
was discovered as a land of gold 
and silly women's clubs taking 
their culture from the visiting 
celebrities who prated of this and 
that with the voice of authorities 
from a whole and fertile field of 
inexperience, and still they come 
and still they are received, though 
we should all know better. 

We are brought to this state of 
disgust with these soft-spoken 
charmers of the air waves as a 
result of reading Carveth Well's 
published observations on the Wil- 
liamsburg restoration. Mr. Wells, 
a one-time British shipyard work- 
er and debunker of big-game 
hunting, has been called out of 
the obscurity to which he seemed 
destined during the past two. or 
more years to "discover America" 
from the vantage point of a de- 
luxe automobile trailer and to re- 
port the findings of this pioneer- 
ing trip through the nation's cities 
to the radio public, sponsored by 
a large oil company. He will come 
through your radio and my radio, 
if he is not spotted in time to shift 
to another station, via the "can- 
ned program" route, and, if we 
know Mr. Wells, those who listen 
will hear much that was never 
before suspected, all told in that 
slightly supercilious manner that 
is so dear to the hearts of those 
who prefer his type of "culture." 
We dp not mean to be overly 
harsh with Mr. Wells in this criti- 
cism of his observations — some 
years ago we enjoyed a brief 
acquaintance with him and found 
him more interesting than the 
average professional lecturer — but 
we do object to that brand of

The purpose of the program which 
is giving him his bread and but- 
ter is to attract additional thou- 
sands to the locale of the sight- 
seer; yet, if this is the type of 
stuff and nonsense which he in- 
sists upon reporting, his will be 
a far different effect. Certainly 
he has done nothing for Virginia. 
America could do far less than 
to paint and restore her often 
ramshackle face. As the center 
of colonial life, Williamsburg of 
two centuries ago was a com- 
munity of beauty and of order- 
liness, and any attempt to restore 
it to its former position without 
painstaking emphasis upon this 
phase of an early existence would 
overlook one of the town's chief 
virtues. The appearance of new- 
ness will wear off under ordinary 
weather conditions as year follows 
year, but to attempt to induce a 
sham aged appearance would be 
to violate the very concept of the 
restoration, however much Holly- 
wood and Mr. Wells may believe 
such valuable. 

Mr. Wells has, we believe, start- 
ed off his four of America on the 
wrong foot, and Virginians will 
not listen to his future recordings 
with the same interest and en- 
thusiasm that might have been 
the case had he adhered to the 
facts and forsaken his spectacular 
embellishments. In these parts, 
he will be of little value to his 
sponsors, for truth crushed to 
earth does not easily resurrect it- 
self when so blatantly overlooked. 
We are moved to wonder what 
an English audience would have 
to say to one who so ignorantly 
challenged a phase of English life, 
particularly if the lecturer were 
a foreigner.

THE VIRGINIA SENATORS AND 
THE ADMINISTRATION 



The New York Times, in an edi- 
torial this week considered the 
case of Senator Glass and Sen- 
ator Byrd, both of whom opposed 
and voted against some of Mr. 
Roosevelt's policies but who de- 
clare their continued loyalty to 
the Democratic party. Neither 
has recanted any of his opinions, 
but both of them, to quote The 
Times, "without abating a jot or 
tittle of their antagonism to cer- 
tain New Deal measures, still call 
themselves Democrats and prefer 
to go along with their party 
again." The Times thinks there 
are many thousands of Democrats 
who have not the prominence or 
official responsibility of the two 
senators who sympathize with 
their position, past and present. 
That Is to say, many thousands 
of Democrats are not 
in thorough accord with 



Senator James Couzens' virtual 
abandonment of his campaign fon 
the Republican nomination inter^. 
ested the nation scarcely less than 
Landon's expedition did. Mr. 
Couzens, who was 64 years of age 
on the 26th, has intrigued imagin- 
ation as a "typical American mil- 
lionaire" ever since he entered the 
Senate in 1922 as successor to 
Truman H. Newberry. At the time 
of Henry Ford's first venture in 
the motor industry, James Cou- 
zens placed $2,500 behind the 
business. As it developed he be- 
came vice president, general man- 
ager and treasurer of the Ford 
Company. At length he separated 
from Ford, became a multi- 
lionaire, developed an interest 
politics and, fourteen years ago, 
received appointment to the Sen- 
ate. He was elected to the full 
term and then re-elected, but only 
after a stiff fight within the 
Republican party, one element of 
which insisted even that he was 
not a "good" Republican. His in- 
dependence of spirit had been en- 
tirely too marked to please the 
"regulars." Although last spring 
he assailed in bitter terms the tax 
on undivided profits, he generally 
has supported the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, and more than once 
has defended it from Republican 
critics. Because of this, the ex- 
asperated machine Republicans 
of Michigan entered ex-Governor 
WilUam M. Brucker as a candi- 
date against him in the primary 
to be held in September. Brucker 
gained his chances of winning the 
Republican nomination when the 
Senator's regular supporters were 
disappearing fast. On the 22nd, he 
declared himself in favor of the 
re-election of Mr. Roosevelt and, 
of course, lost immediately all or- 
ganized Republican support. 
There are hints that he may run 
as an independent or even' as an 
administration Democrat. He al- 
ready has the blessing of Mr. 
ley.— Richmond News-Leader.

The break in the heat wave and 
widely scattered rains resulted in 
noticeable business improvement 
over the previous week and a bet- 
ter margin of gate over last year, 
although there were some isolated 
exceptions, according to reports 
to the Department of Commerce 
from all parts of the country. 
Final Summer promotions stimul- 
ated the retail volume in many 
sections and added to this, was 
the growing interest in Pall mer- 
chandise that was expressed more 
liberally with the* prevalence of 
cooler weather. Wholesale lines 
were also generally better. 

(Rains, followed by cooler 
weather, improved the crop situa- 
tion in the mid-West, although 
moisture was still far below 
normal. The first showers since 
May 25 fell in the Kansas City 
area and the St. Louis report said 
farmers who had been hauling 
water for two months were re- 
lieved. The Kentucky tobacco 
crop was damaged by the intense 
heat, according to the Louisville 
report and other crops were cur- 
tailed. The finproved agricultural 
outlook was reflected in the re- 
cordbreaking attendance at the 
Wisconsin State Pair where ex- 
hibitors reported heavy sales of 
farm machinery. In Portland, 
the export of pears started with 
one exporter loading 57 cars to 
one consignment, while the Idaho 
prune crop was estimated at 1,000 
carloads. The Jacksonville report 
said Florida's 1930-37 citrus j$nd 
vegetable crops were estimated at 
$84,284,000. July cash income 
from the sale of farm products 
was estimated at $711,000,000, 
compared with $582,000,000 in 
June and $451,000,000 in July of 
last year. Marketing income was 
highest for that month since 1929. 
United States exports for the first 
7 months totaled $1,332,471,000, 
compared with $1,197,340,000 in 
the 1935 period, while imports 
gained to $1,356,562,000 from $1,- 
171,097,000 last year. 

The upward trend in industry 
continued. In St. Louis, there was 
a $750,000 brewery expansion. 
August cigar production in Tampa 
was 2,500,000 units larger than 
last year. A foundry at Anniston, 
Ala., resumed after a 7-year shut- 
down and another at Vincennes, 
Ind., resumed after 10 years idle- 
ness. The largest bus order on 
record was reported by Detroit 
where the street railways ordered 
500 Ford V-8 metropolitan busses. 
This report also said work had 
started on the $3,000,000 inter- 
national bridge over the St. Clair 
River between Port Huron and 
Sarnia. Minnesota flour mills, 
hampered by labor troubles, oper- 
ated at 88% of capacity and grain 
shipments were withheld or di- 
verted. The rising tide of Indus- 
trial activity continued in New 
England, according to the Boston 
report.

John T. Mclntyre's novel suffers 
from a handicap; it is not only a 
prize novel, but it is America's 
entry in the All-Nations Prize 
Novel Contest, in which a round 
dozen national winners are com- 
peting for a sort of world champ- 
ionship. Chosen from more than 
five hundred American entries, it 
is now under consideration in the 
world finals. And, even worse 
than that, it is the unanimous 
choice of the American judges. 
When a book, a horse, or a cock- 
tall formula has all that against 
it, it has to be good to satisfy the 
public. 

Well, to avoid beatings in the 
bush, "Steps Going Down" Is an 
interesting piece of work. It Is 
longlsh, but the reader's attention 
will rarely lag; It is- not one of 
those arty stories which leave you 
guessing about where you have 
been, where you are going, and 
what it is all about. In has the 
virtues of being straightforward, 
intelligible, and it moves. It is 
romantic enough to please those 
readers who want to know how 
it comes out, and who like a 'bit 
of color In their fiction. It is 
realistic enough to placate those 
who demand hardness and fac- 
tuallty. But I don't think the 
author thought much about these 
things. He had a pretty good story 
to tell; he knew his people and 
their milieu rather well; and he 
must have got considerable enjoy- 
ment out of putting the words 
down, one after another. Most 
readers, I suspect, will- hardly re- 
quire more than that. 

I should call "Steps Going 
Down" a "tough" story. The char- 
acters are not persons whom most 
of us would care to invite to tea. 
They run all the way from hard 
boiled to the thoroughly despic- 
able. The scene is that part of 
New^York (presumably) which 
lies between the drab habitations 
of the barely respectable and the 
slums of the down-and-out; that 
is, it is that section of the city 
which neither residents nor visit- 
ors ever think of. Here, in room- 
ing houses that are not quite what 
they claim to be, in hotels that are 
not patronized by the public, 
exists a class that asks no more 
of society than to be let alone. 



to her credit. She sets out to be- 
friend him, rather against his will, 
for he knows that one of the 
easiest ways of tracing a man is 
through his friends. Step by step, 
his flight from the police takes 
him down among the outcasts. 
But he is clever and resourceful, 
and time after time succeeds in 
eluding not only his enemies, but 
also the friendly Thelma. In a 
sense the story is a saga of mis- 
fortune. 

This is the story Mr. Mclntyre 
tells without pathos, without 
sentiment, without moralizing. He 
is perfectly objective. His people 
do not waste time in self-pity nor 
in reproaching one another; nor 
does the author pity and reproach 
them. When Sadie, who has lived 
respectably for some years as the 
wife of cocaine addict Ken, goes 
back to her old walk on the 
streets, the fact is regarded as 
regrettable but necessary; one has 
to eat, and while it is better to 
own a business of recognized re- 
spectability, one must do what one 
can; the garment Is cut to .suit 
the cloth. 

In a sense, "Steps Going Down" 
is a- sociological document. I 
hesitate to say this, for fear that 
it may be understood to mean that 
It puts the novel in the class of 
books one ought to read. Perhaps 
it is such a book, as damaging as 
that admission may sound. How- 
ever, I prefer not to think of it 
that way. I enjoyed it thoroughly; 

believe that most readers of fic- 
tion will do so too. 



ate army. To revenge is sacrificed 
everything he loves. And at last 
he comes to a great decision. In 
addition to the power of the story, 
the background is filled with those 
incidents which one would expect 
of the years 1955-85. The con- 
trast between stately courtesy of 
aristocrat and crudeness of poor 
whit* is strikingly treated. Though 
perhaps this novel may not be 
greater than "War and Peace," 
as one critic ventures, it is good, 
it is sound, and we hope that this 
author will be heard from later. 

Julian Green's "Midnight" is 
our idea of one of the bigger, bet- 
ter nightmares. It starts off with 
a woman going somewhere to 
wave her handkerchief at a man 
passing on a train. But instead 
she commits suicide. Their child, 
Elizabeth, goes to live with three 
demented aunts, one of whom 
scrubs the kitchen day and night. 
She then reaches Frontfroid, 
where her father lives and where 
tilings are even more peculiar. A 
boy becomes the friend of Eliza- 
beth, but he disappears. While she 
is crawling through a window, 
i presumably to go after him, the 
house falls down. Try it some- 
time, around three or four Jn the 
morning. 

"Lost Morning" by DuBose Hey- 
ward is a good enough, magazine" 
type of story. But we'd a lot rather 
hear about Porgy and Mamba and 
Charleston of the 80's than a 
modern couple who don't hit it 
off. "The Need We Have" is A. 
Hamilton Gibbs' story of Irish 
peasants and of a lad tied to his 
mother's apronjstrings. The critics 
have taken the construction of 
this story to pieces, but every wo- 
man of our acquaintance likes it. 

So, it's up to' you. . Apply to 
your local library, or the Exten- 
sion Division, University, Virginia, 
if you wish to read these books.

Anne county in recent years is at- 
tributed to the continued influx 
of Norfolk residents into the 
county community centers and the 
development of Virginia Beach as 
a place of all-year residence. This 
growth, shown by both census 
statistics and school figures, has 
been particularly noticeable in the 
schools, with the result that the 
county system is one of a very 
few in the state to report a de- 
finite increase. 

Another factor in the growth of 
the county schools, according to 
Mr. Cox. is found in the changed 
attitude on the part of parents to 
the effectiveness of the country 
school curriculum. Previously, be- 
cause of (he relatively poor stand- 
ard maintained in the rural 
schools as compared with the city 
institutions, parents able to send 
their children to the nearby cities 
did so. to the detriment of the 
local schools in many instances. 
Necessary Courses Added 

Because of the constant em- 
phasis placed upon the develop- 
ment of the county educational 
systems, Mr. Cox continued, this 
picture has now been changed, 
with the result that students 
graduating from the modern 
county school system are as ade- 
quately prepared for more special- 
ized training as are the city grad- 
uates. Local high schools, he as- 
serted, have received high rank- 
ing from school and college as- 
sociations, and students who have 
graduated from this system have 
continued their high grades in 
higher institutions of learning 
without difficulty. 

The addition of agricultural 
courses for future farmers and the 
inauguration of ' commercial de- 
partments in the Oceana and 
Kempsville high schools have 
opened hitherto closed opportun- 
ities, to the county boy and girl. 
The latter course, particularly, Mr. 
Cox stated, have met with a wide 
and favorable reaction among the 
students wishing to prepare them- 
selves for a business position. 
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Improvements Made 
At Princess Anne 



The Masonic Hall, for many 
years a slumbering resident on the 
Court House green at Princess 
Anne, was moved this week to a 
new location at the northern end 
of the county property. Previous- 
ly, the offices of the school board 
and the local WPA headquarters 
were moved to adjacent locations. 

Work on the wings to the coun- 
ty clerk's office, to be occupied 
by the county treasurer and com- 
missioner of the revenue, is near- 
ing completion, and it is expected 
that the county officers will take 
up their new headquarters within 
the next few weeks.

feeds are evident, according to 
latest reports received by H. W. 
Ozfin, county agent, from the Fed- 
eral Livestock-Feed Agency, 795 
Livestock Exchange, Kansas City, 
Mo. The feed trade as a whole 
recognizes the fact that prices for 
all feeds are relatively high at this 
time, says the report. 

"While it may be said that there 
are hardly any two years alike in 
the factors of supply, demand, and 
price levels for feed and livestock, 
it is generally agreed that live- 
stock owners are less likely to pay 
high prices for feed this year than 
in average years," the report con- 
tinues. "Should feed prices re- 
main at present levels or show an 
additional advance, the general 
tendency is likely to be for live- 
stock owners to greatly reduce 
their herds and retain only the 
best of their foundation breeding 
stock. Livestock authorities have 
estimated that forced liquidations 
are above normal. For example, 
marketings of livestock in North 
and South Dakota, Montana, and 
Wyoming will amount to approx- 
imately 630,000 cattle and 1,200.- 
000 sheep. About 900,000 of the 
sheep liquidated will be ewes. This 
would remove from those States 
an outlet for nearly 2,000,000 tons 
of roughage and a large amount 
of other feed. Should a similar 
condition develop in other drought 
States, the situation could be- 
come relatively serious from the 
viewpoint of/ future demand for 
feed. J 

"It is believed feed handlers 
throughout the country recognize 
the situation and appear to be in- 
terested in supplying feed to live- 
stock owners at a reasonable cost 
in an effort to prevent, so far as 
possibldTneavy liquidations of 
livestock, which would not only 
curtail the demand for feed this 
year, but have an important bear- 
ing on the demand for feed dur- 
ing the next 2 or 3 years. A re- 
duction in the demand for feed as 
a result of heavy liquidations of 
livestock could largely offset any 
advantages to the feed industry 
that would be gained from high 
prices this year."

Loans Totalling $258,272 
Made to Farmers During 
First Seven Months. 



Loans of $258,272 to grow crops 
and buy livestock and equipment 
were made during the first seven 
months of 1036 in Sussex, Surry, 
Prince Oeorge, Greensville, Din- 
widdle, Southampton, Isle of 
Wight, Nansemond, Norfolk and 
Princess Anne counties served by 
the Southside Virginia Production 
Credit Association, accoding to a 
statement by J. K. Doughton, gen- 
eral agent of the Farm Credit 
Administration of Baltimore and 
president of the Production Credit 
Corporation of Baltimore. This 
was an increase of 41 per cent 
compared to the amount loaned 
in the same period last year. 

Some 565 farmers in the above 
counties obtained short-term pro- 
duction loans, and this was also 
a considerable increase over the 
number availing themselves of 
production credit service in the 
corresponding period of 1035. 

The Southside Virginia associa- 
tion is one of 14 such agencies in 
the State. Operating as a cooper- 
ative in which farmers who bor- 
row through it elect their own of- 
ficers and directors, the associa- 
tion has made loans in the past 
two and one-half years amount- 
ing to $532,307. 

This association serves farmers 
in these counties as a source of 
short-term production credit 
needs. Loans are made on the 
basis of 5 per cent interest plus 
a reasonable service charge for the 
purpose of financing crop produc- 
tion purchases of livestock and 
any other helpful agricultural 
need.

TIOUGH the inspection gage in 
the making above will be used 
in the mighty Rouge plant of the 
Ford Motor Company at Dearborn, 
Mich., it is manufactured in one of 
the company's "little industries" 
which are located in rural settings 
on old mill sites along the River 
Rouge. The above picture was 
photographed in the gage plant at 
Waterford. Here watchmaking pre- 
cision seems almost old fashioned 
compared to the accuracy of the 
plant's output which is measured in 
ten-thousandths and hundred-thou- 



sandths of an inch. This accuracy 
is obtained through the use of Jo- 
hansson gage blocks, which are 
themselves accurate to within a 
few milliontbs of an inch and are 
the world's standard for precision 
measurement of length. The com- 
bination of Johansson blocks on the 
feed table in the picture above is 
used to check the accuracy of the 
grinding operation on the Inspec- 
tion gage. When completed, the in- 
spection gage will be used to check 
the accuracy of automobile parts 
manufactured at the Rouge plant.

A modern farmer-owned seed 
cleaning plant in Culpeper coun- 
ty, belonging to Harvey Carpenter, 
of Mitchells, Virginia, last year 
turned out more than 25,000 bus- 
hels of cleaned seed. It has been 
estimated that the value of this 
service to farmers in the area was 
$80,000. The actual cost of clean- 
ing was approximately $3,000," or 
five percent of the gross value. 

Much of the seed was treated 
for diseases. Also, being of local 
origin, the seed is adapted to the 
climate and soils of the area. 
Farmers have found their Car- 
penter-cleaned seed entirely satis- 
factory and are able to sen it at 
top market prices. The plant has 
meant increased yields to Its users 
and has saved them a large part 
of the purchase price of the seed. 

The various kinds of seed clean- 
ed last year total as follows: 12,- 
000 bushels of small grains (wheat,

4. All milk sold to be pasteur- 
ized by the dairy delivering same 
to the community. 

Control SaM Advisable 
Although the milk now being 
delivered to the Beach generally 
meets State requirements, Dr. 
Leake stated to quieting any pos- 
sible fears of contamination or 
low quality, such control is cer- 
tain to react to the best interests 
of residents and vacationists alike. 
All of the physicians practicing 
at Virginia Beach, he continued 
have endorsed the measure, as 
have most of the dairies.

of 197 farms over the five- 
year period, 
number set at 437 farms. 

Other statistics 
The total number of cows and 
heifers reported on January 1, 
1935 to the county, including those 
raised for both milk and beef, was 
set at 2,975. Five years previous, 
the number had been reported as 
2.042. 

Loudoun, Fairfax and Rocking- 
ham counties led the State to 
milk production, Loudoun report- 
ing 6,096,271 gallons produced. 
Cows milked to 1934 numbered 
392,948, or an increase of 58,085 
over 1929. Butter churned during 
1934 was reported by 138,740 
farms, or 70.2 per cent of aU 
farms to the State. 

Previous reports of the census 
bureau on farm activities to Vir- 
ginia have been released to these 
columns during the past several 
months. All such reports have 
shown a substantial increase in 
farm activity to Princess Anne 
county over the five years which 
elapsed between Federal surveys. 
Dairy farming, said an earlier 
report, is rapidly coming to the 
fore as the most profitable type of 
farm activity to this section of the 
country.

Alleged Slanderous Remarks 

The civil suit for damages grew 
out of a visit to the home of 
Walter Edward Smith, parent of 
the plaintiff, by the defendant, 
Floyd Deary, and Henry Braith- 
walte, his business associate, on 
the Bight of March 16 of this year. 
At that time, according to the mo- 
tion for judgment entered by the 
plaintiff and in line with the 
testimony of his witnesses, the 
visitors jointly and severally ac- 
cused Archie Smith of going "on 
the Lynnhaven River on the night 
of March 5 and stealing oysters 
from the grounds leased by Deary 
and Braithwaite." 

The language used by the visit- 
ors, according to the reports sub- 
mitted to the jury by the plain, 
tiffs parents, his wife and him- 

>lf , all of whom testified to hear- 
the alleged slanderous re- 
marks, was extremely "abusive, 
malicious and insulting." Con- 
sequent airing of the charges 
throughout the neighborhood, 
their testimony continued, had 
proved damaging to the hitherto 
excellent reputation of the plain- 
tiff and necessitated such action 
as was subsequently filed with the 
court.

There are so many blocs and 
organizations opposing the reelec- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt on so many 
and various grounds that we are 
sometimes moved to wonder that

Why, then, the general opposi- 
tion that we have found to Mr. 
Roosevelt's reelection? The ans- 
wer, if we judge this opposition 
aright, lies in the New Deal's re- 
ported determination to make 
socialized medicine a reality dur- 
ing the coming four years, if the 
tide of political fortune continues 
with it. Although many individual 
doctors are heartily in favor of 
this latest threat of socialization, 
group opinion, beginning with the 
American Medical Society and 
running through most pf the state 
and local units, is fighting its 
adoption with much the same 
concentration that the profession 
formerly expended on such com- 
mon diseases as the Black Plague 
and Smallpox. 

It is neither our purpose nor 
our wish to pass judgment upon 
those who oppose such an alleged 
public health project or, to ap- 
plaud the merits of the socializa- 
tion of medicine as we understand 
the New Deal's conception of such 
a state. There are, however, cer- 
tain facts which impress them- 
selves upon our mind as we pon- 
der the problem and seek the wis- 
dom implied in such a course.

This fact is borne out by the 
most recent reports made by hos- 
pitals in Norfolk, in no worse 
shape than similar institutions in 
other parts of the country. With- 
out taxing the several communi-

NEY MYSTERY REVIVED 



The century-old mystery of 
Marshall Ney has been revived by 
the discovery in Hickory, N. C, of 
a batch of yellowed papers. The 
papers were found by investigators 
who are seeking to prove that 
Peter Stuart Ney, Carolina school 
teacher of the early 1800's and 
Marshal Ney, Napoleon's famous 
strategist, were one and the same. 

C. W. Allison, historian and 
Chief of Detectives Frank M, 
Littlejohn, both of Charlotte, ad- 
ded the papers to a growing col- 
lection of data they are gathering 
before exhuming the body of Peter 
Ney near Statesville, N. C. 

Mrs. Littlejohn said, the papers 
bore signatures believed to be 
those of Napoleon himself. The 
papers related to his campaigns. 
Notations in the margins are 
signed "Michael Ney." 

The detective chief had written.] 
to the French Govenment for 
speciments of the famed marshal's 
handwriting but found the Hick- 
ory papers before he received a 
reply. After comparisons of the 
Ney signatures with writing of 
Peter Ney, Mr. Littlejohn said he 
was convinced Peter Ney was 
Napoleon's aide. 

"Everything points to a solu- 
tion of the great mystery," Mr. 
Littlejohn said. 

Some historians record that the 
master swordsman of France fell 
before a firing squad December %k 
1815, fo high treason, others say * \* 
Marshall Ney was permitted to- 
escape to America. Legends says 
some French refugees saw Peter 
Ney in Georgetown, S. ft, in 1819 
and recognized him as Marshall 
Ney, whereupon he left George- 
town. 

The mystery of what happened 
to Napoleon's famous marshal has 
long intrigued students of history. 
Ney was one of the outstanding 
figures of the Napoleonic era. Did 
he die before a firing squad in 
1815, for high treason, others say 
country and become a school 
teacher?

Every person who has occasion 
seriously to attempt to discuss 
current public affairs must at 
times experience the feeling that 
facts are being played with fast 
and loose. Such a person, unless 
he is one of those fortunate beings 
blessed with an encyclopaedic 
memory, cannot be expected to 
carry in his mind sufficient statis- 
tical information and other de- 
tails to be able always to rectify 
the assured assertions of the 
ignorant and the misinformed. In- 
deed, many people must be un- 
certain at times where to search 
for the kind of information that 
will render-"their thinking and 
talking /more intelligent. They 
must often have wished that one 
volume existed somewhere that 
contained what they wanted. If 
this wish has really existed, it has 
now been fulfilled. Mr. Ernest K. 
Lindley has supplied the need in 
his book entitled "Half Way with 
Roosevelt."

So also, Mr. Lindley does 
not hesitate to denominate certain 
criticisms of the New Deal as 
myths. He is particularly hard 
on orthodox economists and on 
others whom he regards as rigid 
doctrinaires. Nevertheless, except 
in a relative sense, Mr. Lindley is 
not partial. He himself sum- 
marizes his position. Some of his 
observations, he says, "may have 
a higher degree of validity if Mr. 
Roosevelt is re-elected— but chief- 
ly because his re-election would 
provide a larger number of known 
quantities out of which to fashion 
a few cautious predictions con- 
cerning the future." And yet he 
thinks that a number of his views 
"will be equally valid if Governor 
Landon is elected." 

The sweep of Mr. Lindley's vol- 
ume of four hundred pages is al- 
most incredible. The book is, for 
this reason, impossible to sum- 
marize. It seems to omit nothing. 
Governmental functions, personal- 
ities, policies, projects, programs, 
and parties, — all are dealt 
with. Questions that many people 
must have been asking themselves 
are answered. Things about which 
many people must be at least 
somewhat uncertain are made 
clear. Difficulties are straighten- 
ed out. In Bhort, "Half Way with 
Roosevelt's a good book and a 
highly useful book.

situation; it was chronic. It had 
been growing progressively worse 
since 1920, and nothing had been 
done about it. Then came the 
agricultual adjustment act and 
other New Deal legislation, and 
today the farmer is in greatly im- 
proved position and can look to 
the future with confidence if the 
Government at Washington con- 
tinues to make promotion of his 
welfare one of its chief concerns. 

For many years droughts have 
afflicted the Western country and 
have seemed to become more 
severe as time passed. There was 
a ruinous drouth in 1930. another 
in 1932, another in 1934, and this 
summer there is another. Tens 
of thousands of fanners in the af- 
fected sections have not been able 
to raise enough to feed themselves 
and families, to say nothing of pro- 
ducts for sale. These farm families 
have been in distress for a long 
time. Not only that but winds 
have been carrying away the top- 
soil and ruining the land, and pre- 
dictions have been made that the 
drouth-cursed sections will become 
a desert if measures were not 
taken to prevent it. But nothing 
had been done about it when Mr. 
Roosevelt became President. 

Not only does the Government 
now provide relief for farmer vic- 
tims of drouth, not only does it 
care for. them and undertake to 
save their livestock, but President 
Roosevelt now is planning to com- 
bat drouth itself. Already he has 
forces in the field in all parts of 
the country, working to conserve 
the soil through measures design- 
ed to prevent erosion by wind and 
water— for soil erosion has as. 
sumed the proportions of a men- 
ace. The President has started

'That's where these tips come in! 
I Packing the Lunch 

{ Select a lunch box that can be 
kept clean — scalded and aired 
daily. All foods not in containers 
should be wrapped separately in 
waxed paper before being put in 
the box. Put heavy things on the 
bottom, but try to place them in 
the order in which they will be 
eaten. Clean pill boxes with holes 
punched in the top make salt and 
sugar shakers. Save screw top 
jars for puddings, or tie waxed 
paper over custard cups for con- 
tamers. Provide a vacuum bottle 
if possible. 

Dally Requirements 
In planning the school lunch, 
remember that it should be chosen 
with regard to the whole day's 
food requirements. Milk should 
be included In the lunch every 
day, and a hot dish if at all pos- 
sible. Fruit may well be a part 
of every lunch box, and in this 
connection don't forget dates — one 
of the most valuable fruits for 
school days. The sugar in dates 
is of the invert variety and thus 
while they satisfy that sweets- 
craving and act as dessert, fruit 
and candy all in one, they are 
healthful and digestible. There 
are vitamins, iron, calcium, and 
other minerals in dates. Put them 
into lunch-box sandwiches, pud- 
dings and cookies, or tuck one of 
the little "dime" packages In the 
kit to be eaten plain. In buying 
dates you will want to be sure 
they are clean and safe, so buy 
those marked pasteurized in pro- 
tective packages.

Armed with the assurance of 
theft, Mr. Deary told the jury, 
and with the youngster's state- 
ment of his night ride, he, Deary, 
called upon Trial Justice Eugene 
V. Oresham and Commonwealth's 
Attorney Paul W. Ackiss to pre- 
sent the evidence gathered and to 
consult as to a proper course of 
action. When Mr. Oresham ad- 
vocated that a warrant be sworn 
out against the alleged night- 
tonger, Mr. Deary countered with 
the statement that young Smith, 
being a relative of his wife, could 
not be so treated without an un- 
savoury mass of testimony being 
presented which would do much 
to injure present peaceful rela- 
tions between the families.

the testimony of the plaintiff. 
When Archie refused to comment, 
except to maintain his innocence 
of any knowledge of the affair, 
the visitors left, according to their 
testimony, without thought of any 
further action. 

Considerable emphasis was 
placed by the plaintiff's attorney 
upon the purported statement 
made by Deary to Archie Smith, 
"You were on the water Thursday 
night a week ago stealing my 
oysters." The defense contended 
that 4he language actually used 
was, "Weren't you on the water 
Thursday night a week ago?" ad- 
ding that the word theft was not 
wed throughout the entire con- 
Wrsation. 

After the judge's instructions 
to the jury, Mr. Davis broke into 
a passionate outburst on the great 
and lasting harm done to the 
plaintiff by the unwarranted use 
of the "malicious, slaunderous and 
insulting words" charged to Mr. 
Deary. He told the jurors, draw- 
ing upon the testimony of Smith's 
character witnesses, that he was 
a young man of exemplary reput- 
ation, who, because of the alleged 
slander, could "never again as- 
sociate with honest people if you 
(the jury) do not bring in a ver- 
dict in his favor." Smith's young 
wife, his mother and father were 
brought into the summation re- 
gularly by Mr. Davis, and, accord- 
ing to several of the audience in 
the court room, the violence of his 
charges and the passion of his 
outbursts seemed to weigh heavily 
upon the seven jurors. 

Willard Ashburn, of Virginia 
Beach, who represented Mr. 
Deary, took a much calmer line 
of summation, stressing with em- 
phatic force those variations of 
testimony which seemed to sway 
in the defendant's favor and 
building a logical picture, free of 



malice and all attempts to injure 
the plaintiff, of Mr. Deary's 
action. He stressed particularly 
Mr. Deary's general reputation for 
temperate speech in the county 
and the privilege of investigating 
the toss of his oysters implied in 
the statutes. 

Mr. Ashburn's four chief lines 
of attack were as follows: (1). Mr. 
Deary did not use the language 
certified in the motion for judg- 
ment; (2) the conversation be- 
tween the plaintiff and defendant 
was had on a privileged occasion 
and there was, consequently, no 
liability because he was acting 
both in the performance of a pub- 
lic and private duty; (3) he was 
not actuated by ill will or malice, 
and (4) the plaintiff had suf- 
fered no injury whatsoever as a 
result of the alleged statements. 



The soil-building allowance, 
which represents the maximum 
Class TJ payment for any farm, is 
calculated by multiplying by one 
dollar the number of acres of soil- 
conserving crops on the farm in 
1936, except that on farms where 
this acreage is less than 10 acres 
the soil-building allowance is $10. 
For example, on a farm with 80 
acres of soil-conserving crops in 
1936, the soil-building allowance 
would be $60. 

The soil-building allowance 
limits the Class n payment which 
can be earned in connection with 
any farm, but the payment 
actually earned depends upon the 
seeding of soil-conserving crops, 
the use of lime or superphosphate, 
or the carrying out of other ap- 
proved soil-building practices on 
the farm in 1936. With an allow- 
ance of $60, if the farmer did no- 
thing more than seed 10 acres of 
red clover, he would earn a soil- 
building payment amounting to 
only $15, the payment for seeding 
red clover being $1.50 per acre. 
October 31 Final Limit 

If soil-conserving crops such as 
crimson clover, vetch, or winter 
peas are seeded on idle land be- 
fore^ October 1, the farmer will 
not only increase the amount of 
the soil-building allowance, but 
he will also be entitled to payment 
at the rate provided on the acre- 
age seeded. Seeding of these crops 
or the carrying out of other soil- 
building practices on other land 
in the farm, including land from 
which soil-depleting crops have 
been harvested, will entitle the

President Roosevelt's proclama- 
tion continuing drastic restrictions 
on duck hunting throughout the 
United States calls for an analy- 
sis, "free from hysteria," of future 
prospects for an international 
wildlife resource upon which de- 
pend investments of over $100,- 
000.000, employment for thou- 
sands and* continuation of one of 
America's oldest outdoor sports, 
the More Game Birds Foundation 
warns. 

"An increase of the Canadian 
wild duck crop, sufficient to offset 
drought losses in the United 
States, is the reason advanced for 
less drastic hunting regulations," 
the Foundation points out. "Thus 
it is brought home to hunters and 
non-hunters alike that the future 
of America's wild ducks depends 
largely upon what happens in the 
great Canadian nesting grounds. 

"No great percentage of the an- 
nual duck crop ever was produced 
in this country. Despite all that 
can conceivably be done in the 
restoration of our own breeding 
grounds, the United States can 
never again produce a decent 
fractioijof the duck supply. 

"Today^fche United States pro- 
duces not much more than 15 per 
cent of the wildfowl. Agricultural 
development, drainage and then 
drought have progressively driven 
the birds northward to unspoiled 
breeding grounds. 

"Alberta,-^ Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba now produce the bulk of 
the mid-continental duck crop. 
But there are geological bound- 
aries to the north of these nesting 
areas-heyond which, because of 
food scarcity, the birds do not 
nest. 

Driven From Nests 

"Southern portions of the pro- 
vincial wild duck factories already 
are suffering from the effects of 
man-made conditions which now 
are driving mdu himself, as well 
as waterfowl, from ancestral nest- 
ing areas in the adjoining Dakotas. 
This year higher water levels in 
the Canadian provinces provided 
a temporary improvement of nest- 
ing conditions. But these con- 
ditions, at best, cannot be con- 



sidered permanent. 

"Should disease, an extension 
of the long-recurrent droughts, or 
some disaster of nature sweep the 
remaining most important duck 
nesting regions in Canada, duck 
hunting will terminate suddenly— 
perhaps forever. The future of 
North America's wild waterfowl 
now depends upon the preserva- 
tion and restoration of Canadian 
nesting grounds," the Foundation 
concludes.

With the drought reducing the 
corn crop and boosting the aver- 
age price of feed grains to $40 a 
ton, the use of more economical 
substitutes in rations for fatten- 
ing and growing animals becomes 
a necessity. One substitute, avail- 
able in a rather liberal quantity, 
and at apparently reasonable 
prices, is pure cane blackstrap 
molasses. This can be procured 
from manufacturers and dealers 
in drums containing approximate- 
ly 600 pounds at a cost of about 
$25 a ton. At this price molasses 
is an economical feed in rations, 
of fattening hogs, brood sows and 
other farm animals. 

Molasses contains approximate, 
ly SO percent sugar, is very pala- 
table and possesses a feed value of 
80' percent that of corn when used 
for fattening livestock. When 
poured over low grade roughage, 
such as fodder and straw, it pro- 
bably has feed value equal to, or 
greater than that of com, as it 
materially increases the paya- 
bility of the roughage in addition 
to adding valuable feed nutrients 
to the ration. 

Helpf nl for Hogs 

There are two places where 
molasses can be used to advan- 
tage: 

1. As*a constituent of the ration 
of fattening hogs. This is an im- 
mediate usage. It is recommend- 
ed that molasses constitute one- 
fifth to possibly one-fourth of the 
ration. It can be diluted with an 

I 

equal amount of water and fed as 
a slop, or sprinkled over such 
other feeds that livestock owners 
have available. When fed to brood 
sows molasses may constitute up 
to one-half of the ration. 

2. Molasses would be very help- 
ful to livestock owners in the 
drought areas during the emer- 
gency when poured over rough- 
ages of low feed value. It would 
materially increase the palatabll- 
ity of such feed. 

— After dilution, it should be fed 
rather promptly, as the diluted 
molasses will soon ferment in 
warm weather. Molasses on straw 



ten cattle. This would constitute 
an excellent starting ration. A 
little protein supplement added 
to this could result in good gains 
in the case of cattle and a mark- 
ed improvement in their condition. 
Cattle fed in this manner could 
be made into acceptable beef with 
the minimum of grain. 

County farm agents have more 
detailed information regarding 
molasses in rations. Farmers are 
advised to see them, or write to 
the Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment, V. P. I..

Business improved appreciably 
under the - impetus of cooler 
weather and school openings, but 
in a few sections where the heat 
wave was prolonged retail trade 
was somewhat depressed, accord- 
ing to reports to the Department 
of Commerce from all parts of the 
country. 

The break in the drouth creat- 
ed widespread optimism as crops 
and pastures showed signs of 
provement. Retail trade in Chic- 
ago was equal to the best days of 
last year's holiday season. The 
Labor Day holiday and continued 
hot weather adversely affected re- 
tail trade in New York and there 
was some recession in Los Angeles, 
Cincinnati, Jacksonville and 
Memphis but marked improvement 
ove the previous week occurred in 
most cities and in virtually all 
cases, the volume was ahead of 
last year. Wholesale generally was 
satisfactory. 

Ground in Good Shape 

Rains of drenching proportions 
in some instances left the ground 
in good shape for fall plowing and 
sowing. Crop yields were affected, 
but rain improved conditions over 
most of the drouth area. The At- 
lanta report said the Georgia cot- 
ton crop was estimated at 982,000 
bales and the peanut crop at 650,- 
000 tons. In Los Angeles, the 
California peach crop was esti- 
mated the best since 1930, while 
the cotton crop was the largest in 
history. A shortage of 21,400 work 
horses and mules in Kentucky was 
reported by Louisville. In the 
Dallas area, the cotton crop was 
below normal. 

Pwate employment continued 
to riseY Farmers from drouth areas 
were accepting employment in the 
hop fields of the Seattle area. 
Wilmington reported relief rolls 
and expenses about one-tenth of 
last year's total. In Kansas City, 
it was said several Kansas coun- 
ties had issued bonds to pay re- 
lief expenses. Strike disorders 



continued in Minneapolis, bat the 
business tone was optimistic. 

An interesting development in 
Georgia was the launching of a 
$275,000 rural electrification pro- 
gram in Colquitt county with 286 
miles of line already constructed. 
A half million dollar packing 
plant, employing 200, started 
operations at Albany, Ga., and a 
pecan shelling plant at Waycross 
employed 250. 

Record tourist activities con- 
tinued. For example, in Detroit, 
it was said tourist expenditures in 
Michigan amounted to $270,000,- 
000 and Labor Day traffic over 
the Straits of Mackinac set a new 
record. Labor Day railroad traf- 
fic in Chicago was 20 to 42^ over 
im-Hlast year, while bus and airplane 
traffic was also up. Visitors in 
record numbers visited the Great 
Smoky Mountain Park and Hot 
Springs, according to the Memphis 
report. 

Daily average sales of variety 
stores for August were 11% ahead 
of the 1935 month.

The farm real estate market in 
the several counties of Virginia 
is looking up, according to a state- 
ment made by Charles S. Jackson, 
president of the Federal Land 
Bank. He based it upon the in- 
creased sales by the bank of prop- 
erties which it has had to take 
over during the last half dozen 
years or so. The record shows an 
increase of 131 per cent during 
the second quarter of 1930 com- 
pared to a like period in 1935. 
During the first half of this year 
the number of sales made almost 
doubled those of the previous six 
months, the total being 365 prop- 
erties of sheriffs' certificates re- 
presenting farms. Down payments 
are also larger than a year ago. 

Mr. Jackson attributed this 
large increase in sales not to a 
greater activity on the part of the 
land bank to dispose of properties 
but to higher prices for agricul- 
tural commodities and a greater 
confidence on the part of pur- 
chasers in the farming business. 

Sell to Bona Fide Fanners 

"We sold relatively few farms to 
investors although the number of 
inquiries from this class of pur- 
chasers is increasing steadily," Mr. 
Jackson said. "We aim to sell to 
bona fide farmers or people who 
have had experience in farming 
for we find they are more likely 
to make a success of their pur- 
chases than people without ade- 
quate experience." 

A reasonable cash payment is 
required at the time the sale is 
made and very liberal terms are 
given — a long period in which to 

pay the loan and low rates of 
Interest. 

'In our sales of farm properties 
that most of the pur- 
chases are made by people living 
in the communities in which the 
farms are located, and I believe 
this is a healthy sign and that 
farms sold to these people are 
more likely to be successful enter- 
prises than those sold to purchasers 
coming from long distances. The 
people of the communities in 
which the farms are located have 
a well established idea of the 
value of the properties, what they 
have produced over a period of 
years, and what they are likely 
to do in the future! and it is 
knowledge of this kind that is 
used in establishing the loan value 
as well as sale price of the prop- 
erties which are offered for sale. 

Loans Increase 

"In addition to the farms own- 
ed by the Federal land bank and 
national faim loan associations 
which we sell, the land bank is 
making an increasing number of 
loans to' people who wish to buy 
ether than these properties," 
stated Mr. Jackson. "Loans of

A NOTE TO MR. SHIRLEY 



Completion of the plans for the 
actual beginning of construction 
of the Tidewater Victory Memor- 
ial Hospital comes as the fulfill- 
ment of a dream that long has 
lingered in the minds of a zealous 
Band of men and women from this 
Immediate section of Virginia. En- 
tirely non-commercial In its con- 
ception, the development of the 
hospital represents no less an in- 
spiring ideal than the very real 
desire to serve those unfortunate 
tuberculosis sufferers who cannot 
provide themselves with the care 
and medical attention which have 
Been perfected for their use. 

Back of the plans recently an- 
nounced is a tale of stubborn, 
often heart-breaking effort. The 
pears that have passed since the 
dream was first broached have 
been beset by indifference and 
callous non-cooperation. Yet, in 
spite of these difficulties, sur- 
mounting all indifference and 
neglect, this loyal band of men 
and women has adhered so close- 
ly to the dream that today we 
stand upon the threshold of the 
actual beginning of the hospital 
layout.

Last Friday, when possible dis- 
aster threatened Virginia Beach, 
when, coupled to the twin threats 
of wind and water, was the ever- 
present fear of fire, this was an 
isolated community, cut off from 
the outside world and from the 
hope of succor should such be 
needed by a stupid and unscien- 
tific program of road-building 
pursued by Henry O. Shirley, 
chairman of the State Highway 
Commission, and his associates on 
that important board. , 

Route 58, usually referred to as 
the short route to the Beach from 
Norfolk, was inundated in three 
individual sectors, while* Route 80, 
which approaches via the Shore 
Drive, was made impassable by 
the tidal action which cut away 
the approaches to the Lesner 
Bridge over Lynnhaven Inlet. Both 
of these conditions — no novelities 
to residents of this section — could 
have been eliminated had Mr. 
Shirley and his commission ad- 
hered closely to a sound program 
of road-building with especial 
consideration of those common 
problems which are to be found in 
coastal sections. 

What is the reasoning which 
provokes such an assertion? Let 
us sketch, briefly, the facts as we 
see them: 

By filling in some 900 feet of the 
Lynnhaven Channel on the sides 
of the present drawbridge with 
loose materials that cannot- be 
properly anchored, the commis- 
sion did no more than to invite 
such washing away as now is ap- 
parent each time a storm of suf- 
ficient force visits this area. Only 
two such storms have been re- 
corded here in the past three 
years, but both have made impas- 
sable the much-traveled route in 
exactly the same fashion. If his- 
tory and experience are reliable 
guides, exactly the same thing 
may be expected to happen each 
time a storm, appears. 

The elimination of the large 
bridge that was sought locally was 
founded upon the commission's 
desire to save money. Cost of re- 
pairs over the normal life span 
of the bridge, occasioned by the 
destruction of . the approaches, 
will, we assert, amount to a great- 
er amount by far than the actual 
cost of the desired bridge, without 
any consideration of the incon- 
venience to traffic and the dan- 
gers inherent in the total stop- 
page of transportation facilities 
between Virginia Beach and the 
outside world. To this expense 
and serious inconvenience might 
be added the damage done to the 
fish and oyster industries by the 
thoughtless filling up of the chan- 
nel itself. • 

By failing* to provide proper 
barriers ajjatost^rising tides in 
those creeks and\ rivers which 
cross RoUte 58, the commission 
likewise showed poor judgment. 
As a consequence of the Shirley 
method of roadbuUding, water* 
flooded this important highway 
in three separate areas and to 
such an extent that travel was 
absolutely impossible. Had there 
been need of emergency assistance 
from Norfolk, all hope of such 
would have been eliminated 
simply because of a travel condi- 
tion which could have been pre- 
vented at the time the road was 
constructed. 

At the Broad Creek Bridge, at 
Pine Tree Inn, and above London 
Bridge, the water piled across the 
road to a depth of such degree 
that travel was impossible. Here, 
again, the condition is not a novel 
one, for each hard rain or storm 
brings its complement of trouble 
and makes impassable" the high- 
way. Raising of the road, the con- 
struction of suitable culverts or 
bridges would have eliminated 
this trouble in all three locations, 
but Mr. Shirley and his commis- 
sion saw no need of such a course, 
supposedly because of the expense 
involved. As a consequence, Vir- 
ginia Beach and the adjacent 
communities are left to shift for 
themselves without outside sup- 
port in times of serious emergency. 
These are errors properly 
chargeable to the commission 
which Mr. Shirley heads, To- 
gether with the lack of proper 
drainage of surface water — more 
of a problem during a hard winter 
than in the summer, as the exper- 
ience of last winter revealed— 
they constitute a serious bill of 
inadequacies against the proper 
State officials, and it is time, we 
believe, to work for their correc- 
tion. The Town Council and the 
Board of Supervisors should take 
what action is necessary to 
prompt their correction, and each 
and every citizen who realizes the 
dangers inherent in their contin- 
uation should take unto himself 



the duty of seeking their removal. 
Failure to dp so may react to the 
decided disadvantage of this sec- 
tion. 

If Mr. Shirley is sincere in his 
desire to give to Virginia the best 
type of roads possible, he will de- 
lay no longer in correcting a 
dangerous situation which has 
arisen from the failure of his de- 
partment to provide those means 
of travel best suited to the coun- 
try through which they pass.

Hollywood and its constant use of 
such adjectives as "magnificent, 
unsurpassed, spectacular and 
gorgeous" in describing its pro- 
ductions have seeped into the very 
core of the industry, with the very 
natural consequence that the 
originally simple becomes the 
complex, comedy is transformed 
into the farce, the humor grows 
grotesque and that which was 
fantasy develops into nothing 
more than a drooling and deadly 
dullness that not even the magic 
of splendid photography and un- 
usual lighting effects can trans- 
cend. * 

We have pondered long and 
seriously this major failure of the 
movies to reach a truly artistic 
plane. True it is that this failure 
may frequently be detected in the 
inconsequential stories that are 
selected for presentation upon the 
screen, but the entire industry and 
its productions cannot be so easily 
damned because there occasionaly 
is selected materially basically 
worthless. Often, as has been the 
case in the past few years, there 
comes to the neighborhood movie 
house adaptations of those works 
of fiction and stage dramas and 
comedies that have withstood the 
tests of artistic investigation and 
which are properly regarded as 
classics of the literary and dram- 
atic fields. Yet, even these fail in 
their efforts to match the printed 
page or the small area behind the 
footlights in interest and in the 
proper unfolding of their several 
stories. 

The reason does not lie in the 
transference of an acknowledged 
classic from one medium to an- 
other, as has been charged. 
Shakespeare is as much to be en- 
joyed in the solitude of one's home 
as to the theatrV«which houses 
the foremost actor. The better 
comedies and tragedies of the 
modem stage are just as much 
enjoyed through the medium of 
the radio, if capably presented, as 
on the New York stage. Cele- 
brated works of fiction have been 
adapted for the theatre and the 
radio without any noticeable de- 
preciation in their appeal. But 
the same cannot be said of the 
movies.

DO PARTY "SPLITS" HURT? 



The defection of the Jefferson- 
ian Democrats is the third "split" 
in the party hi the course of forty 
years. * 

Nomination of William Jen- 
nings Bryan at Chicago in 1896 
was regarded by "Gold Demo- 
crats" as repudiation of the cour- 
ageous policy which President 
Cleveland had followed to main- 
tain "sound money" in the United 
States. The protest against "Bryan 
and Free Silver" was . loud and 
sharp. Many were the predictions 
that the Democratic party not 
only would be defeated but like- 
wise would be destroyed. Defeated 
it was, but it had the support of 
6,467,000 Americans, as against 
7,035,000 for the winner, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. Incredible as such an 
outcome seemed to many Demo- 
crats, their party received in 1896 
the largest vote it ever enjoyed 
to that date. It gained virtually 
the whole strength of the "Peo- 
ple's party," which in 1892 had 
put in the field a "radical" ticket 
that had received 1,041,000 votes. 

Most strangely, the election of 
1900 showed* a very limited effect 
on either major party to the 
struggle of 1896. McRinley's vote 
of 7,219,000 was larger than in 
1892 by 184,000 and Bryan's was 
smaller by 109,000. As it happen- 
ed, the vote given Palmer and 
Buckner, the "Gold-Democratic" 
candidates of 1896, had been 131,- 
000. Remembering that figure, 
one almost might have said in 
1900 that the sole apparent effect 
of the "split" of 1896 on the 
Democratic party was to deprive 
it of the support of approximately 
as many votes as had lined up 
with Palmer and Buckner. 



who contrpl the productions of 
Hollywood? 

We are not a confirmed movie- 
goer, nor can we pose as a com- 
petent critic of the movies. We 
cannot accept in their entirety 
those ready-to-wear reasons for 
the movies' failure that are con- 
stantly arising in oral and printed 
discussions of this newest comer 
to the field of "art." although we 
are sometimes inclined to believe 
the charge that the movies, by 
virtue of the necessity of appeal- 
ing to the masses for whom all 
emotions must be diagrammed 
and stated in black and white, are 
seriously limited by this condition. 

It is more our thought that the 
movies fail because of the pre- 
viously charged "grandiose ambi- 
tions" of the studios to present 
even admitted works of sound 
value in settings which no other 
medium of expression may de- 
velop. Consider for a moment the 
movies' published method of ad- 
apting Shakespeare for the screen. 

If, as in Romeo and Juliet and 
the Merchant of Venice, the Bard 
of Avon uses Italian names and 
Italian settings for the telling of 
admittedly Italian tales, the char- 
acters are so universally drawn 
that they appeal to 



pointment. 

Movie critics who are apparent- 
ly sound in their judgment have 
called the screen presentation one 
of the very finest ci:r offered the 
general public. Such an accolade 
may be quite reasonable and en- 
tirely fair, but we enjoyed more 
thoroughly and appreciated more 
the pen and ink cartoon, "The 
Fun House," which followed the 
feature presentation. It, as the 
"Mickie Mouse" series, seems much 
more suitable to Hollywood tech- 
nique and Hollywood direction. 

The best loved and mdsTendur- 
ing things are not necessarily the 
most elaborate. Bernhardt's 
Camille and Lieber's Hamlet lost 
nothing by the former's limping 
or the letter's aging features. 
They performed without benefit 
of elaborate Hollywood makeup 
and settings, but their character- 
izations came from a sound in- 
sight of the roles portrayed, and 
one noticed nothing else.

When the Democratic party dis- 
carded Bryan in 1904 and played 
safe with a conservative candi- 
date, Judge Alton B. Parker, of 
New York, it sacrificed far more 
by over-conservatism that is pre- 
viously had lost by internal divi- 
sion. The vote for Theodore 
Roosevelt that year was nearly 
600,000 above that for William 
McKinley in 1896, but the poll for 
Parker, was approximately 1,400,- 
000 below that for Bryan in '96. 
When Bryan was again the party 
nominee In 1908, on a progressive 
platform, he suffered a heavy de- 
feat in the electoral college, but 
his popular vote was within about 
60,000 of what it had been twelve 
years before. The vote for Taft 
in 1908, however, was more than 
600.000 in excess of that given 
McKinley in 1896. We are forced 
to conclude, then, from these 
figures, that the great contention 
of 1896 was followed by a period 
of conservatism during which the 
numerical growth of the party was 
stopped altogether. Whether this 
was cause and effect is another 
question. 



when some shameless weapons of 
hate and prejudice were used 
against a candidate who himself 
blundered badly in repudiating 
prohibition before the country 
was quite ready to do so. The 
contest was one in which every 
voter seemed to have an opinion 
he was determined to express St 
the polls. Smith was an exceed* 
ingly poor second in the electoral 
college, but his popular vote of 
15,016,000 was 78 per cent greater 
than that given Davis four years 
before. Hostility to Smith had 
brought out so tremendous a vote 
that Hoover in 1928 topped 
Coolidge's vote of 1924 by 36 per 
cent. 

In 1932, the Democrats again 
nominated a liberal, instead of 
swinging back to conservatism. 
The election came at a time when 
dissatisfaction over the length of 
the depression would have ruined 
almost any incumbent. Mr. Roose- 
velt made the most of this and 
increased Al Smith's vote by 51 
per cent; Hoover lost approxim- 
ately 5.500,000 of the \otfs given 
him in 1928— and we had the New 
Deal. 



How was it in the second "split," 
which spread far into the South 
and cost the Democratic party the 
electoral vote of States that had 
not been Republican since the end 
of the era of reconstruction? 

In 1924, when the Democratic 
candidate was John W. Davis, and 
the women cast their second 
Presidential vote, the nominee re- 
ceived 8,385,000 ballots, compared 
with 15,725,000 for Mr. Coolidge. 
That year, however, the Progres- 
sives' disgust with the conserva- 
tism of both major parties ted 
them to put forward "Old Bob" 
La Foutette. He got 4.822.000 
votes, or more than half as many 
as Mr. Davis won.

Thus did the experience of the 
second "split" differ from that of 
the first. When the Democratic 
party held to a liberal candidate 
in the two campaigns of 1898 and 
1900, and then chose a conserva- 
tive, the period was a static one. 
The party did not lose heavily but 
it did not win any considerable 
element of new voters. In the 
second period of division, when 
the Democrats turned from con- 
servative to progressive candi- ' 
dates, they suffered a "split" In 
1928, but they halted for the time 
the drift to a third party. Holding 
a liberal course and capitalizing 
the country's discontent in 1932, 
the Democrats won. 

Contention, we repeat, has 
never hurt the party as much as 
excessive conservatism has. This 
time, the Southern States where 
most business men and bankers 
and brokers and some manufac- 
turers have held to a Democratic 
tradition, there may be a loss of 
Democratic strength on the right 
flank. It will be small, numer- 
ically, compared with the loss that 
would be sustained next November 
if the party had turned back. — 
Richmond News Leader. 



INCREASED ASSETS 



Col. Frank Knox several days 
ago stated that insurance and 
savings accounts are endangered 
by the administration's fiscal 
policies. 

His statement, however, was 
repudiated by six insurance com- 
pany executives who called on 
President Roosevelt last Tuesday. 

They advised the President that 
between January 1, 1933 and June 
30, of this year, the company as- 
sets of all life insurance com- 
panies in this country inc reas e d 
more than $3,000,000,000. These 
assets now total approximately 
$23,915,000,000. m addition, there 
are now 2,000,000 more policies in 
force than there were 4 years ago. 

In 1033 loans to policy holders 
totalled approximately 18% of the 
companies' assets, whereas today 
they have declined to 14%. This 
is indeed a healthful sign. 

It might be well for Col. Knox 
to check his figures before making 
more speeches on this subject. — 
Winchester Evening Star.

BOOKS TO OWN 



FAB FOREST 

By Francis Brett Young 

Reynal & Hitchcock. 410 pp. $2.50

Sacrament of the Lord's Sapper 
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In "Far Forest," Francis Brett 
Young has shifted his attention 
fom the more gentle folk of the 
English countryside that have 
graced, his earlier novels to the 
rougher and more rugged people 
of the coal mining section of 
Mawne Heath. His novel has ac- 
cordingly gained in significance 
and power to the point of ap- 
proaching, if not actually reach- 
ing, greatness. The reason for 
this increase of power is not far 
to seek. The lives of the char- 
acters which he has chosen to 
portray are unique and redolent 
of the soil from which they spring. 
They reflect the essential great- 
ness, the resiliency of the English 
spirit, and though uncouth, un- 
moral, and unlearned, they dis- 
play primitive qualities of strength, 
gentleness and beauty, woven into 
a structure not quite free from 
the warping pressure of poverty, 
grime and greed. 

We detect to Mr. Young's work, 
however remote, the influence of 
two great English novelists, 
Thomas Hardy and Joseph Con- 
rad. The Hardian influence is the 
most striking, and appears from 
the first page, where he describes 
Mawne Heath, the place where 
Jenny Hadley was born and rear- 
ed, or "dragged up, as they say In 
those parts." Mr. Young observes, 
The Heath itself was treeless, 
though it lies low; wind scrapes it 
like a jagged razor. Its air is thin 
and acrid to the tongue and never 
still: and the harsh quality of 
that element, which must either 
kill or cure, and has no pity or 
queasiness, has bred, by heroic 
selection, a race of men whom 
their neighbors in such mild spots 
as Dulston, and Halesby and 
Stourton regard, not unreason- 
ably, as savage. The human fauna 
of Mawne Heath resembles its 
vegetation, being wiry and black 
and wrlthen— They die as they 
live with terrific and violent sud- 
denness—" 

Among such people, then, our 
chief character, Jenny Hadley, 
was "dragged up." When her 
mother left Aaron Hadley, never 
to be heard of again, Jenny was 
sent to her maternal grandfather's 
farm at Ninevah, a quiet country 
place of rare natural beauty, 
where she spent, to a certain de- 
gree, a happy childhood. The love 
affair of Jenny and her cousin, 
David Wilden, has its scene in the 
garden at Ninevah, and this child- 
hood romance leaves a lasting im- 
pression upon the thirteen year 
old Jenny. Circumstances pre- 
vent the two meeting again under 
auspicious conditions; so Jenny, 
sent away from Ninevah by a 
wicked aunt to work on a hop 
farm, falls to love with a young 
soldier, remarkably like David, 
who seduces her "Welsh fashion." 
When Jenny is "caught up," she 
is sent away from the farm, and 
has her boy child in her father's 
home at Mawne Heath. After a 
series of adventures to which she 
marries a gamekeeper who is later 
hung for the murder of a previous 
mistress, Jenny runs, quite by ac- 
cident, into David Wilden, who 



ries her, to live, presumably at 
least, happily ever after. 

Such is the plot of "Far Forest" 
thin in spots, and of questionable 
artistry at the last. However, it 
seems to us that* the plot is not 
really important, that the poetic 
beauty of Mr. Young's prose, his 
inspired scenes, the magnificent 
creation of atmosphere transcends 
the action of the novel. The Con- 
radesque quality of his prose, 
which makes one hear and feel 
and see the things • which the 
author describes, is particularly 
useful in portraying the forest of 
Ninevah, through ywhich runs 
Gladden Brook with its dimpling 
grayling and trout. 

Artistically, we perceive a flaw 
In the coincidence which brings 
Jenny and David together at the 
end of the book; but perhaps Mr. 
Young would say with Hardy that 
coincidences are a large part of 
life. 

It Is hard to determine whether 
one peculiar feature of Mr. 
Young's characters is intentional 
or accidental; namely, their ap 
parent indifference to external 
circumstances. For example, in 
that part of the book which deals 
with Jenny's passionate romance 
with the young soldier, she is 
splendidly oblivious of everything 
except her love; and even when 
events turn out unfortunately and 
her lover dies, she seems not de- 
sperately concerned over her 
predicament. Here, as elsewhere, 
she seems to have that fuller wis- 
dom, given to animals but denied 
to more cultured humans, that 
realises that the affairs of one 
person are of little consequence to 
the world, and to God or Nature. 

Full measure of beauty, of phil- 
osophy, of life is to be found in 
"Far Forest." In spite of its flaws 
it still has that rare quality of 
serene literary strength, rearing 
an imposing edifice, like a mighty 
oak, from its roots in the soil of 
England.

On the basis of the 
appraisal price the farmer agrees 
to seU his land. Land Is seldom 
bought for Resettlement projects 
If the option exceeds the appraisal 
price. <? The average cost per acre 
of submarginal -land being pur- 
chased by the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration is $4.22. This is an 
inexpensive price to pay for land 
which will be used for forestry, 
wild Ufe preservation, grazing 
land. etc. The land is cheap be- 
cause it is not useful. The Re- 
settlement Administration intends 
to make this land more useful 
and therefore more valuable. 

The price of land for the re- 
settlement of farm families is con- 
sistent with the price of good 
land in the communities In which 
it is located. 

This must be land that will pro- 
duce an Income sufficient to 
maintain a family. 

Next week's question: "Will the 
purchase of good land and the 
setting *up of communities and 
homes on this land establish 
federal Inlands which are exempt 
from local taxation?"

Don't be sorry if it's .sour— that 
bottle of cream, that bowl of milk. 
Sweet to taste are the things 
made with these delectable dairy 
products that have "soured on the 
world!" 

Count it no catastrophe but a 
stroke of luck when you find your- 
self with a supply on your hands. 
If you doubt it, ask those Dutch 
cooks who turn out "sweet-sour" 
dishes; ask the country dweller 
who makes sour cakes, cookies and 
muffins with sour milk; consult 
the Southerners who are famous 
for their buttermilk and sour milk 
biscuits; and ask your family what 
they think when they bite into one 
of your masterpieces! They'll 
agree that "every little piece has 
a flavor all its own." 

Here's the Bole 

To use sour milk or sour cream 
in place of sweet milk In a recipe, 
use a half teaspoon of baking soda 
to each cup of sour milk or cream, 
and cut down the baking powder 
by one and one-half teaspoons. 
When cream is used, you should 
take into account your shortening, 
too, since cream is rich in its own 
right. One cup of thin cream, for 
instance, will replace about five- 
sixths cup of milk and one-sixth 
cup of fat; one cup of thick cream 
replaces two-third cup of milk and 
one-third cup of fat. 

You can use these recipes when 
milk has soured by accident. Or 
you can sour it yourself (not with 
sour looks but by design) by ad- 
ding 1 tablespoon of vinegar to 
each cup of fresh sweet milk. 

But try these recipes for a sweet 
outlook on meal time! 

Sour Cream Dressing 
1 teasp. dry mustard 
Cayenne 
1 teasp. salt 

1 tbsp. sugar 

2 egg yolks 

1 cup sour cream 

2 tbsps. vinegar 

Combine and blend dry ingredi- 
ents and egg yolks In upper part 
of double boiler. Gradually add 
sour cream and cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly, until 
thick — about 7 minutes. Remove 
from fire, cool, and add vinegar 
slowly. Chill. 

Banana Bread 

2 cups sifted flour 

1 teasp. soda 
• Vz teasp. salt 

i cup sugar 

2 eggs, well beaten 

1 cup mashed banana (ap- 
prox. 3 bananas) 

!4 cup sour milk 
Mix and sift together the flour, 
soda and salt. Cream shortening, 
add sugar gradually and cream 
well. Add eggs and mix thorough- 
ly. To this mixture add sifted dry 
ingredients alternately with mash- 
ed banana and sour milk. Stir 
greased bread pan and bake in a 
thoroughly. Pour into well- 
moderate oven (350° F.) for about 
1 hour. 

Ginger Puffs 

1% cups flour 

Vz teasp. salt 

Vz teasp. soda 

1 teasp. ginger 

1 teasp. baking powder 

Vz cup sugar 

1 egg 

Vz cup white karo 

Vz cup sour milk 

Va cup melted butter 
Mix and sift together all dry 
ingredients. Stir in unbeaten egg 
together with sour milk, karo and 
melted butter. Stir with spoon on 
bottom of dish until it makes a 
soft dough. Bake in muffin pans 
in hot oven (400° F.) for 20 min- 
utes. 

Rlee Pancakes 

1 teasp. soda 

1 teasp. hot water 

2 cups sour milk 
2 cups flour 

Vt teasp. salt * 



2 eggs 

1 cup boiled rice '« 

Dissolve soda In hot water and 
stir in thick sour milk. Add sifted 
flour, salt and beaten yolks of eggs; 
press rice through sieve (or vege- 
table press) and add to mixture. 
Mix together thoroughly and fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites. Bake 
until brown on well greased grid- 
dle. 4 servings. 

Chocolate Date Cookies 

1 cup raisins 

% cup water 

Vz pkg. pasteurized dates 

4 tbsps. butter 

1 cup sugar 

l'/2 cups flour 

Vz teasp. soda 

1 teasp. baking powder 

Vz teasp. connamon 

V* cup cocoa 

Vz teasp. salt 

1 cup sour milk 

1 egg 

1 cup nut meats, chopped 

1 teasp. vanilla 

1 teasp. baking powder 
Place sliced dates, water, butter 
and sugar in saucepan. Cook until 
dates are soft and syrup Is slight- 



ly thick. Drain syrup from dates. 
Measure the syrup. (There should 
be about % cup) . Cool. Sift flour, 
soda, baking powder, cocoa, cin- 
namon and salt together. Add 
sour milk, beaten egg, vanilla, 
nutmeats, dates and syrup. Drop 
mixture by rounded teaspoonfuls 
two Inches apart on a well-oiled 
baking sheet or inverted pan. Bake 
in slow oven (275* F.) for 15 min- 
utes. 4 doz. cookies, which will 
keep fresh over a long- period.

this kind were not very frequent 
during the depression for there 
was practically no second mort- 
gage money available except where 
the seller was willing to take the 
second mortgage himself. A little 
over a year ago Congress author- 
ized the Land Bank Commissioner 
to make loans to aid in the pur- 
chase of farms. The Federal land 
bank usually makes the first 
mortgage loan on the property up 
to approximately 50 per cent of 
the appraised normal value of the 
farm and the Land Bank Com- 
missioner takes a second mort- 
gage loan up to about 75 per cent. 
• This second mortgage is handled 
by the Federal land, bank for the 
Commissioner. The present con- 
tract rate for the first mortgage 
is 4 per cent and for the second 
5 per cent. 

"Thus it has been many years 
since there has been as good an 
opportunity as at the present to 
purchase a farm on liberal terms. 
The purchaser must make a down 
payment on the property of at 
least 25 per cent of the appraised 
value and he should also have suf. 
flclent equipment with which to 
work the property and fanning 
experience, in order that he may 
safely invest his funds in the 
farming business. The present 
situation affords a splendid op- 
portunity for young men and farm 
tenants to become farm owners.

Conference of State Officials 
and Agencies Called for 
Sunday in Richmond. 

A Conference on Crime to de- 
termine ways and means of com- 
batting increasing crime rates by 
a permanent drive at the sources 
of crime has been called by Col- 
onel John A. Cutchins, Rich- 
mond's director of Public Safety, 
beginning Sunday at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel. Richmond. 

Spurred by mounting crime 
rates in Richmond, particularly 
among youths between 18 and 25 
years of age. Safety Director 
Cutchins last June organized a 
Citizens' Committee on Crime. 
The committee is made up of 
various sub-committees represent- 
ing all social forces in the Rich- 
mond religious, educational, medi- 
cal, psychiatric, legal, civic clubs, 
newspapers, magazines, radio, 
theatres, police, business, labor, 
social agencies, and juvenile 
courts. 

Crime Reports Studied 

This citizens' committee has 
studied during the past three 
months crime from the standpoint 
of prevention, law enforcement, 
and rehabilitation of the criminal. 
Findings and recommendations 
of sub-committees will be read be- 
fore the Crime Conference. 

The conference ' will open on 
Sunday afternoon, at 3:30 at 
which time Justin Miller, chair- 
man of the Attorney General's 
Advisory Committee on Crime. 
Department of Justice, will speak 
on "Crime Prevention in the 
United States." At the same ses- 
sion J. Fulmer Bright, Mayor of 
Richmond, will welcome guests of 
the conference, and Colonel 
Cutchins will ' speak on "The 
Crime Situation." 

Sanford Bates to Speak 

The principal speaker at the 
Monday night session will be 
Honorable Sanford Bates, director 
of the Federal Bureau of Prisons, 
Department of Justice. His sub- 
ject will be "Rehabilitation of 
Criminals." 

Sessions will be held on Mon- 
day and Tuesday at 10:30 in the 
morning and 2:30 in the after- 
noon. Chairmen of the sub-com- 
mittees will report to the confer- 
ence at these sessions.

of retail trade throughout the 
country during the mid-Septem- 
ber period. In substantially all 
cities making reports to the De- 
partment of Commerce good gains 
over the same period last year 
were recorded, but there were 
numerous fluctuations compared 
with the period immediately foU 
lowing Labor Day. Wherever the 
weather turned cool heavy buying 
of Fall goods ensued but in trade 
areas where the hot weather was 
prolonged there was considerable 
slowing down in turnover. Whole- 
sale trade throughout the country 
generally \ made encouraging re- 
ports and It was noted that the 
buying of holiday goods on a large 
scale had already set in. 
Employment Gains 
The reports were featured by 
considerable increases in employ- 
ment. Michigan industrial em- 
ployment In August was 4% ahead 
of August last year while payrolls 
showed a gain of 20%. Los" 
Angeles reported that almost 30,- 
000 persons were placed in jobs in 
all branches of Industry in Cali- 
fornia during August. From Louis- 
ville came the report that the rise 
In employment was widespread 
with the production of machine 
tools in the heavy goods industries 
increasing. Thirty leading indus- 
trial firms in Memphis reported 
business 32% better so far this 
year than last while in Nashville 
industrial employment was said to 
be exceeding peak years with 110 
more industrial establishments 



than l,i 
placed in private employment by 
the Delaware Reemployment Ser- 
vice, m numerous other cities 
moderate gains in employment 
were noted. 

Agricultural conditions general- 
ly over the country were improved 
due to rains, although in the Cin- 
cinnati area fear was expressed as 
to the outlook. 

The labor situation in Minnea- 
polis, Portland, Oregon, San Fran- 
cisco, and Seattle was unsettled. 
In Minneapolis, the strike of mill 
workers and terminal elevator em- 
ployees continued with all mills 
closed and all .elevator facilities 
inoperative. Notwithstanding 
this fact Minneapolis industrial 
employment was reported to have 
increased 10% over the last 2- 
weeks period. Strikes, including 
truck drivers, iron moulders, and 
flour-mill employees, continued in 
Portland.

August volume of home mortgages 
accepted for insurance by the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
just released. 

The August volume was $46,- 
173.134, which was $1,841,676 
above the previous month of July 
and $6,400,000 above the. same 
month last year. 

This speeding up began early 
this year, and the volume of $266,- 
048,346 of home mortgages ac- 
cepted for Insurance In the eight 
months of 1936~was a gam of 259 
per cent over the volume of $74,- 
056,503 for the same period of 
1035. 

New Construction 
Since the start of operations un- 
der the Insured Mortgage System 
of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration m December 1934 a grand 
total of 1 108,561 home mortgages, 
amounting to $434,927,078, have 
been accepted for insurance. All 
these funds were advanced by pri- 
vate financial institutions. The 
Federal Housing Administration 
lends no money. 

Of this amount of mortgages, 
more than 35 per cent were for 
new construction, an indication of 
the direct influence of the Hous- 
ing Administration's program up- 
on building activity. 

The average mortgage was for 
$4,008, while 57.8 per cent of the 
total number of mortgages ac- 
cepted was for less than $4,000 
and 73.7 per cent less than $5,000, 
showing that the Insured Mort- 
gage System is proving an effec- 
tive means of home ownership for 
families of comparatively low in- 
comes. 

Other Totals 

The total of large-scale housing 
commitments amounts to $41,518,- 
000; conditional commitments add 
$4,122,205 to this total. 

Modernization and repair notes 
made by private financial institu- 
tions under the Modernization 
Credit Plan amounted in August 
to $14,936,609. bringing the grand 
totar of this part of the program 
to 1,152,187 notes amounting to | 
$425,276,358.

There comes a time in the lives 
of all roofs when patching is no 
longer economical. When such 
time arrives, the only thing to do 
is to put on a new roof covering. 

Assuming,, that the structure of 
the roof is sound, there are a 
number of ways you can re-cover 
it. If your, old roof is of wooden 
shingles, new wood shingles can 
be put on. They may be put over 
the old ones. Or you can cover 
the old ones with various types 
of paper, felt shingles, or composi- 
tion shingles. Be sure, however, 
before you begin the re-covering 
operation that the structure is 
strong enough to carry the added 
load. Check the size of the rafters 
and be sure they are adequately 
tied together fairly near their 
base. They may have been all 
I right for the old roof, but the new 



roof may be like the proverbial 
straw on the camel's back and 
you may have a very sad-looking 
sway-backed roof, and your walls 
may take on a middle-aged bulge 
in the front. 

So, after you have assured your- 
self that the structure can carry 
the added load, you can go ahead 
and select your new roofing. Don't 
try to economize too much, for re- 
member that in building, as in 
everything else, you can get only 
a dollar's worth for a dollar .spent, 
and if you put on a cheap roof 
you must not expect it to last as 
long as a more expensive one.

There are many ways in which 
an old house can be made a new 
house— that is, in, interior ar- 
rangement and finish — if they 
only are carefully studied. For 
example, the typical house of our 
fathers had a front parlor and a 
back parlor, sometimes with a 
door between and sometimes with- 
out. In any case, the partition 
whether with a door or none, can 
be removed and the two rooms 
thrown into one for a modern liv- 
ing room.

to insert a beam*, or girder, at the 
ceiling line to carry the ceiling 
line partition or joists above, 
but this can' be treated so 
that it will be a decoration; or the 
whole ceiling may be furred down 
and made one continuous whole. 
Another place to look for mod- 
ernization is the downstairs hall. 
These old-fashioned houses were 
generous, not to say profligate, 
with hall space, and elaborate 
staircases with massive rails and 
balusters lead their twisting paths 
to the regions above. Most of 
these old halls can be cut to 
smaller proportions by replacing 
the old stairs with new, less pre- 
tentious and at the same time 
more attractive ones; and the 
space gained can be turned into 
another room or, at the least, 
space for a downstairs lavatory 
can be found. ^ 

The old bathrooms, too, are fer- 
tile fields for fixing. They are 
usually twice the size they need 
be, and, by rearrangement of 
fixtures and substituting new tubs 
for old, closets can frequently be 
carved from the old dimensions. 

Other changes can be found if 
only one seeks them, to the great 
improvement of their livability. 
Such changes can be financed 
through the Modernization Credit 
Plan of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration.

Three different types of insula- 
tion for the home, which may be 
installed under the Modernization 
Credit Plan of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration; are now in 
popular use in this country. They 
are (1) the rigid or board form of 
insulation; (2) blanket or flexible 
form, which includes metallic foil; 
and (3) the so-called "fill" type 
of insulation. 

No single statement as to the 
relative merits of any of the types 
of insulation can be made since 
many conditions of construction, 
climate, and the like must be 
taken into consideration. The 
choice of any of these types may 
depend largely upon the condi- 
tions to be met, service to be ren- 
dered, and the cost. However, it 
is well not to overlook the fact 
that one or two of the types 
render additional service to that 
of insulating. 

Multiple uses of insulation 
materials, according to good au- 
thority, often contribute savings 
in construction costs that should 
be credited when studying the 
economic value of insulating 
materials. Some rigid insulating 
boards have structural strength 
superior to horizontal wood 
sheathing, Ltsed in the requisite 
thickness to give the required re- 
duction in heat transfer, they may 
save the cost of wood sheathing 
and the labor involved in its ap- 
plication. Most rigid insulations 
are offered in forms suitable for 
use as plaster bases, eliminating 
plaster and sometimes even paint- 
ing costs. .. 

Fill-type insulating materials 
have proved their value as fire- 
stopping in walls. All types have 
a greater or less value as sound 
insulation according to the way 
they are installed. Insulations 
used as interior finishes may con- 
tribute materially to acoustical 
properties. 

It is particularly important that 
neither the primary function of 
insulation nor the secondary func- 
tion that insulating material may 
serve be sacrificed for the sake of 
what appears to be a slight initial 
economy.

storm, with the entire damage 
estimated at approximately $12,- 
000. 

Cavalier Shores Inundated 

The Cavalier Hotel escaped all 
damage from the wind, but rain 
pouring through the walls and 
window casements damaged plas- 
ter and wall coverings. Similar 
damage was reported by other 
hotels and cottages on the ocean 
front, together with the loss of 
shingles, chimneys and signs. 
Window glass, unprotected JJrom 
the storm's fury by shutters or 
blinds, was reported broken in 
reat quantities. 

It was the Cavalier Shores area 
which experienced the most ser- 
ious discomfort and damage. Dur- 
ing the height of the hurricane, 
water poured over the low area 
fronting the ocean and filled At- 
lantic Avenue, from Fifty-second 
Street northward, to a depth of 
several feet, halting all traffic and 
practically marooning those resi- 
dents who remained in their 
homes. Taking a lesson from the 
previous storm, many of the 
householders removed their most 
valued furniture and personal ef- 
fects to outside places of safety 
or carried them to upper floors, 
with the result that little damage 
was reported. Although the first 
floors of several of the houses 
were covered with water, the con- 
dition was not a general one. 

CCC workers joined State High, 
way Department employees in 
cutting ditches from the flooded 
area to the ocean. Late yesterday, 
the condition was practically 
cleared, and traffic was resumed. 
Walkway Torn Up 

On the south end of the Beach, 
the walkway took its most severe 
beating from the storm. Sand was 
washed clear of the bulkhead and 
from behind the walkway, causing 
the concrete top to break and 
crumble in several places. Con- 
siderable labor and expense is said 
necessary to restore the walkway to 
its former condition. All up and 
down the boardwalk, of course, 
lightposts were blown down and 
the globes smashed. Service on 
this line has not yet been restored. 

Sand poured over the highway 
leading to the State Rifle Range 
from the Pontiac Apartments 
southward, blocking all traffic, 
which would have been stopped 
further on without this condition 
because of the loss of the bridge 
over Rudee Inlet. Traffic into this 
section of the county is still being 
routed through Seatack. 

With reports of torn roofs and 
destroyed chimneys pouring in 
monotonously, together with up- 
rooted trees and plants, the Vir- 
ginia Beach area appeared to take 
second place in damage estimates 
to the county, where widespread 



havoc prevailed. The approaches 
to the Leaner Bridge over Lynn- 
haven Inlet were washed away, 
the bridge placed over the cut 
connecting Long Creek and Broad 
Bay was forced out of operation, 
as were other small bridges in 
other sections. 

Throughout the county con- 
siderable damage was reported 
done to timber and fruit trees, 
and few farms can be found which 
do. not report the loss of roofs or 
outbuildings. Telephone and light 
service, still out in the more re- 
mote communities, failed for at 
least two days in all sections, nec- 
essitating the use of candles, oil 
lamps and oil stoves for lighting 
and cooking purposes. No esti- 
mate of the damage done to the 
public utilities' equipment was 
available yesterday.
